Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, Members of the 66th Legislature; Lt. Governor Mike Cooney, 
honored members of the judiciary, other elected officials and tribal leaders; members of the 
cabinet and my coworkers; my beloved wife Lisa, and our three kids - Caroline, Alex, and 
Cameron; and my fellow Montanans. 


Thank you for the honor of inviting me into the People's House for my fourth, and final, State of 
the State address. As has been the case each of the previous times, it is a humbling privilege to 
stand before you as Montana's 24th governor. 


Six years ago, | stood at this very spot and introduced myself by saying, "My name is Steve, 
and | work for the State." | told you | would work hard every day, guided by my values, to 
protect the state that gave me the opportunity in life to go from delivering newspapers to the 
governor's house as a child, to living and raising our three children in it. 


The sounds in the Bullock household have changed over those six years. The sounds of young 
children laughing and playing have turned into silent eyerolls and exasperated sighs of 
embarrassment, as those three children have grown into teenagers. While my Dad jokes are 
awesome... apparently being governor is no longer as cool as it used to be. 


Though the household sounds may have changed, they are still a constant reminder to me of 
the reason | show up for work each day. My family has always shaped my perspective in public 
office. Because as a father | want my kids, and all Montana kids, to have every opportunity | 
had growing up here and more. 


Six years after our family moved into the governor's residence, six years after | first had the 
honor of standing before this body, | am pleased to report the state of our state is stronger than 
ever. 


KKK 


The first time | stood at this rostrum in 2013 | spoke of all the work we had to do, and also of 
the tremendous opportunities that lie ahead. 


At that time, our unemployment rate was 5.6%. Now it's at its lowest in a decade, at 3.7%. More 
people are working than ever before in our state's history. We've added almost 34,000 private 
sector jobs since January 2013, while we have fewer state employees today than when | took 
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office. 


And real wages are on the rise. Today, the average Montana worker earns 108 dollars more 
each and every week than they did six years ago. That's real money. 


Families are climbing the ladder of opportunity to the middle class. Montana's middle-class 
households grew more than any other state between 2013 and 2016. In 2017 our median 
household income grew nearly two and a half times the national average, at the fastest rate in 
the country. 


Business is booming, and it's no surprise. Since 2013 we've repealed or revised hundreds of 
regulations and removed red tape. We cut the business equipment tax for every Montana 
business, and eliminated it for other businesses operating in the state. 


We see Montana's economic success directly in our communities. Fifteen months ago, we 
began working with ClassPass, a fitness tech startup, as they were deciding among 29 states 
where to expand their New York and San Francisco operations. They chose Missoula, 
Montana. 


Originally planning to hire 50 people, we recently celebrated the hiring of their 100th. And the 
CEO tells me they plan to hire another hundred in Montana this year. 


This economic success is not just confined to the urban areas. We see it in our rural 
communities as well. Ticketprinting.com has 100,000 customers, and is the leading company in 
the world for event and raffle ticket printing, and it has a customer service team that works 
remotely from places like Columbus, Big Timber, and the suburbs of Two Dot. 


We see it on our Native American reservations. In the past six years we've made it easier for 
businesses located within our tribal nations to work with customers and businesses across our 
state. And we have funded nearly 120 businesses that have created or retained 220 jobs 
through the Indian Equity Fund. 


We also see it on our farms and in our forests. We rank near the top in barley, wheat and 
organic production, and lead the nation in pulse crops, doubling the acreage since 2013. 
Because of the Forests in Focus program, we produced nearly 200 million board feet of timber 
in the last 4 years, retaining over 3,000 jobs in the forests products sector, and are now working 
across landscapes, state, federal, tribal and private. 


We see that economic success in our outdoors. Our clean air, clean water and public lands are 
our way of life and a key economic driver. Our outdoor economy generates over 7 billion dollars 
a year in consumer spending and sustains 71,000 jobs. 


And we see it in our vibrant towns. Since my time in office, we've helped over 15,000 small 
businesses expand their footprint through economic development tools created under Governor 
Racicot. These programs have supported more than 12,000 jobs and are up for renewal this 
year. | encourage you to continue and strengthen this legacy...for our small businesses, and for 
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the long-term strength of our economy. 


Montana has extraordinary economic strengths. The fabric of our communities - our schools, 
our families, our outdoors, our Main Streets - contribute to our unparalleled quality of life. 
Together, we can do more to ensure all our cities and towns make up the best state to live, 
work, start a business and raise a family. 


KKK 


The most important investments we make as public servants will impact Montana long after we 
have completed our time in office. Foremost among them is ensuring that our kids, students 
and workers have a world-class education. 


Public education is one of our state's great equalizers. | would not be standing here today if it 
wasn't for our state's public schools. No matter who you are, where you come from, or what 
your background is, our schools open the doors of opportunity to all Montanans. 


When | first stood at this rostrum in 2013, | said that we not only needed better jobs, but better 
schools too. 


At that time, just 2500 students were taking dual enrollment classes. Today, more than 6,000 
high school students are taking college classes, saving Montana families 5 million in tuition 
each year. And this past fall, with the assistance of the University System, | launched the 
"4-2-Free" Dual Enrollment Program so that high school students can take their first two college 
classes without paying a single penny in tuition. 


Back in 2013, less than three-quarters of school districts had access to high-speed internet. 
Today 98% of districts are connected to high-speed internet, at less than half the cost. 
Teachers are using 21st century technology to prepare students in an increasingly 
technology-driven society. 


In 2013, Breakfast After the Bell was almost unheard of, and over 20% of kids across Montana 
were considered to be food insecure. Since then, over one-third more income eligible students 
are getting school breakfast. And we joined with private sector partners in expanding Breakfast 
After the Bell to well over 100 new schools. 


| want to thank those partners, and my wife Lisa, for all your efforts to end childhood hunger. 


In 2013, not a single one of our two-year or tribal colleges was offering apprenticeships with on- 
the-job training to connect students to good-paying jobs. We now have apprenticeship 
coursework in seven out of ten two-year colleges, and in five of seven tribal colleges. 

And for our veterans, we've expanded opportunities to get college credit for prior learning 
gained through their military service. 


In 2013, states around the country were slashing university budgets and saddling students with 
steep tuition increases. Instead, we have increased investments in higher education while 
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freezing college tuition four of the last six years; leading to Montana having the fourth lowest 
tuition and fees in the nation. 


We have worked together - across the aisle, across rural and urban, and in partnership with 
communities, school districts and the University System - to make record investments in our 
educational system, offering students the tools they need to succeed. 


Let's build upon the progress we've made, starting with our youngest learners. Last session, 
lawmakers from both sides of the aisle worked to provide 6 million dollars to establish the 
STARS Preschool Pilot. 


Part of the premise behind the pilot was to learn whether this would work in our smaller 
communities. Until Wibaux had a STARS Preschool option, even the closest childcare provider 
was 30 miles away. In Lewistown, | met a woman who told me she made too much money to 
qualify for Head Start but couldn't afford to have her son in the kind of quality program that 
would give him a great start. If it weren't for STARS Preschool, she'd have to drop out of the 
workforce to take care of her children. 


In the first year of the pilot - 17 programs serving our largest towns like the Head Start in 
Billings to some of our smallest like Troy Public Schools - 93% of the participating preschoolers 
walked out ready for kindergarten. And we know - not just from Montana's experience but from 
the other 44 states prioritizing publicly funded preschool - that for every dollar invested there is 
a seven-dollar return, in reduced criminal justice and social services costs, and increased 
earnings. 


Quality preschool is an investment in our children, in our workforce and for our business 
community. I'm pleased that the Washington Companies, First Interstate Bank, BNSF, Zoot 
Enterprises, and other major businesses are forming the Montana Coalition for School 
Readiness, and will be urging this 66th legislature to make a substantial state investment in 
quality pre-K. 


They, and we, know preschool works. | ask you to invest 30 million dollars over the next two 
years - 22 million for public schools through the school funding formula and 8 million for Head 
Starts and private and community providers through the STARS program. Let's provide kids 
and families in rural and urban areas access to high-quality, voluntary, affordable preschool 
options. 


The future leaders of our state deserve no less. And let's not stop there. 


Let's once again freeze in-state college tuition and prevent what is effectively a tax increase on 
28,000 Montana students and their families. 


And let's finally join 49 other states providing state-funded, need-based financial aid for 
students and adult learners. If we are willing to provide 5 million dollars for need-based aid, the 
university foundations will match our investment, better opening the doors of access to higher 
education to all Montanans. 
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These investments - from preschool to higher education - don't just make a difference today. 
They will determine for decades to come the economic success of Montana students, workers 
and families.

Another opportunity we have to impact the lives of Montanans is improving the health of 
Montanans, our businesses, and our economy. 


When | first stood at this rostrum in 2013, | asked that we transform the way we deliver 
healthcare, so we can create jobs and take care of those who need our help the most. 

At that time, our state's uninsured rate was at a staggering 20%; it is now the lowest it's ever 
been at under 8%. 


In 2013, we were investing just 75 million dollars annually in community-based mental health, 
substance use treatment, and services for children, seniors and people with disabilities. Today, 
we are making record investments in these services, over 135 million each year, plus serving 
an additional 14,000 adults, children, and people with disabilities. 


We nearly doubled the number of Substance Use Treatment providers, while expanding access 
to 135 locations across our state. 


And Montanans now receive equal treatment under their healthcare plans for mental health, as 
they do for physical health. 


In 2013, there was no consistency in what the State was charged for medical care. At one 
facility, the State was charged 105,000 dollars for a knee replacement of a state employee - six 
times more than it would cost on Medicare. Through referenced-based pricing, we've now made 
medical costs more predictable, consistent and comparable among facilities. As a result, 
taxpayers have saved over 13 million dollars in state health plan costs in less than two years. 


| will never forget a visit to Choteau for a community meeting during the 2015 session. | 
remember the hospital administrator telling me that 42% of the people that walked through their 
hospital doors didn't have insurance. And the Chair of the County Commission, Joe Dellwo, 
telling me how that hospital had saved his life, and that, if they lost that hospital, they could well 
lose their community. 


In 2015 we came together and passed one of the most innovative Medicaid expansion 
programs in the nation. We require those receiving healthcare to have skin in the game and 
collect around 5 million dollars in premiums each year. And unlike every other program in the 
nation, we offer those receiving healthcare an opportunity to improve their lives and their 
employment by connecting with our Department of Labor. 


Just as our program is unique to the nation, so too are its results. No other state has increased 
labor force participation like we have because of our HELP-Link program. The work done in 
Montana - our work - is a national model that other states are looking to adopt. 
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Now if | told you | had a business coming to Montana that would create between 5,900 and 
7,500 jobs in every corner of this state - that would infuse over 350 million dollars of new 
personal income into our state - you would all tell me that sounds pretty darned good. 

Well, that's exactly what Medicaid expansion has done and will continue to do. And it has also 
done so much more. 


That hospital in Choteau remains open today. In states that didn't expand Medicaid, rural 
hospitals have been closing at a rate six times greater than those that did. We haven't lost one, 
and uncompensated care is down 50% statewide. 


Through the expansion we passed in 2015, we are providing more than just basic health care. 
Over 33,000 of our friends and neighbors have received mental health services. Almost 10,000 
have been treated for substance abuse. 


It is that healthcare, physical and mental, that allows people to work. We know in 2017, seven 
out of 10 Montanans on Medicaid expansion were employed while enrolled. Those who are not 
employed are growing in their careers through school or workforce training, caregivers for a 
family member, or are sick or disabled themselves. 


It doesn't make sense to me that when we have a nationally recognized model that is helping 
people succeed in today's economy, we'd consider any measures that take health coverage 

away from working folks; measures that cost more to administer than provide the services in 
the first place; or measures that won't pass muster in the courts. 


And Medicaid expansion benefits businesses in every county - all 56 across Montana - in every 
industry, and of every size. 


Montana legislators reflect the businesses in our state. Some of you own restaurants, fast food 
chains, or grocery stores. Some of you own construction companies or hotels. And many of you 
own small businesses. 


Almost 9 out of 10 hotel and restaurant businesses here rely on Medicaid expansion to provide 
healthcare for at least some of their employees. Two-thirds of our Montana businesses in retail 
and over half of our construction firms rely on Medicaid. In total, nearly 18,000 Montana 
businesses had one or more of their employees enrolled in Medicaid expansion in 2017. 


| have listened to concerns from legislators on both sides of the aisle about the need to provide 
sufficient mental health funding. Without expansion, kiss those gains goodbye. | hear from you 
the need to support rural communities. The rural hospitals we are sustaining keep those 
communities viable. 


| have heard about the need to support our businesses. With almost 3 out of every 5 of 
Montana businesses relying on Medicaid to provide healthcare for at least some of their 
employees, you aren't supporting our businesses big and small if you roll back the gains we 
made with expansion. 
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It is critical that we remove the sunset on Medicaid expansion. That we protect the healthcare 
for 95,000 of our family, friends and neighbors. That we protect our rural hospitals. And our 
economy. 


Beyond Medicaid, Montanans hope and expect that being covered by health insurance will 
protect them from financial ruin if they are sick or injured. But sometimes, even having health 
insurance coverage isn't enough. We can do more. 


| am asking you to lower premiums by as much as 20% for Montanans covered by individual 
health insurance by passing Senate Bill 125 to create a state reinsurance program. 


And Montanans should expect to know what they will be paying for and how much the bill will 
be, even before they receive medical care. House Bill 152 would protect us from "surprise" 
medical bills that are all too frequent. 


Finally, it makes no sense that pharmacists can't tell their patients when there is a different 
brand of medicine that would cost less than even their copay. That's why we are proposing a 
measure to put this practice by pharmacy benefit managers to an end. 


We have the opportunity - not only to protect the progress we've made improving the health of 
Montanans and our economy - but to build on that progress.

The long-term health of our communities also depends on whether or not they are able to 
sustain the strong economic growth Montana has experienced in recent years. 


When | first stood at this rostrum in 2013, | asked you to take advantage of historically low 
interest rates, invest in infrastructure, and immediately create thousands of jobs across our 
state. 


We have now gone six years without passing a major infrastructure package. When you take 
into account increased inflationary costs and borrowing rates, 100 million dollars worth of 
infrastructure delayed from 2013 would now cost us 154.5 million. Don't kid yourself. This will 
only increase over time. 


That's not to say we haven't made progress. Over the past six years we have invested 300 
million in our communities and at our colleges to ensure, at the very least, we don't fall further 
behind. 


Those investments have gone to upgrade water, sewers, schools and bridges in all 56 counties. 
Every single county in our state has gotten a piece of the pie. 


Yet, when it comes to a major infrastructure package, each time we have fallen a couple votes 
short. The failure isn't because of lack of interest, or lack of need - it is because of the 
two-thirds vote required for bonding. This wasn't always the case. Republican Governors 
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Stephens, Racicot, Martz - with mostly Republican-led legislatures, all passed bonding 
measures. And it is time you do as well. 


What I've proposed is a 290 million dollar investment in infrastructure. 


In crafting this proposal, | have listened to your concerns. | heard you tell me that too much 
goes to buildings and not enough to base infrastructure. I've proposed more money for 
horizontal infrastructure - water, sewer, solid waste disposal, bridges and broadband - than 
buildings. 


| have heard you tell me that not enough money goes to rural areas. | included a 44 million 
dollar grant program for Montana's natural resource communities, largely in Northern and 
Eastern Montana, that are impacted by fossil fuel development. 


Look, | understand some of you don't like the idea of upgrading our historical society or 
Romney Hall, the University System's number one priority. Yet, | believe you also understand 
that both upgrades are desperately needed and both are institutions that we - you and | - are 
responsible for taking care of. And, because of legislative inaction, both are frankly 
embarrassments. 


Even if, despite the demonstrated need, you don't like those buildings, recognize this. If we are 
ever going to break this logjam, we have to provide for rural and urban, for our public 
institutions and for our smaller communities that cannot pay for their own water and sewer 
upgrades. 


We rank 47th in state debt, per capita. Other states have chosen to incur reasonable borrowing 
rather than passing on crumbling infrastructure to their kids. We are out of step with the rest of 
the country. 


Break the logjam. This session, let's deliver infrastructure for Montana for now and for future 
generations of Montanans.

Now, you and | both know that the distance between Helena, Montana and Washington, DC is 
measured by more than the 2,150 geographical miles. We see each other as neighbors first. 


When making political decisions we still share a common set of facts. 

By and large, we treat one another with respect, even when we disagree. Our politics are more 
than a sport or a zero-sum game. You don't have to hold a town hall meeting to hear what's on 
people's minds. | know, like me, you hear it wherever you go - at the grocery store, at church, at 
high school sporting events. 


And our campaign contribution limits are among the lowest in the nation and will stay that way, 
because the U.S. Supreme Court recently rejected a challenge to those limits.

When | stood at this rostrum in 2013, | asked the members of this body to help me preserve the 
integrity of our elections and guarantee that our elections will never be auctions. Dark money 
and outside spending on our state elections was rampant in Montana, thanks to the 2010 
Citizens United decision. 


Whether you supported it at the time or not, | hope all members of this body take pride in the 
fact that, because of the DISCLOSE Act of 2015, many of those dark money groups have 
folded up their tent and left our state. 


And, for those that remain, dark money groups can no longer hide behind their tax status and 
have to report their spending during the last ninety days of our state elections. We should all 
celebrate that our elections are more transparent, and closer to our citizens, than perhaps any 
other state in the nation. 


Just as Montanans now know who is attempting to influence our elections, Montanans should 
also know that the source of that money isn't coming from foreign countries. I'm asking this 
body to pass a law expressly outlawing foreign spending in our state elections. It's a glaring 
omission that we don't have a foreign money ban, as other states have already protected their 
elections. 


Montanans expect that their government will work for them - Montanans, Americans - not 
anyone else.

Education. Healthcare. Infrastructure. In these and other areas, Montanans elected us to 
govern and to serve. To make decisions that do good, rather than do harm. 


A little over one year ago, lawmakers were in the hallways of this Capitol for my first, and only, 
special session. You relayed to me in the months that followed that the cuts - which many of 
you in this chamber voted for, and made permanent - resulted in harmful, real-life 
consequences for Montanans all across our state. 


Just as | have every session, I'm eager to work with Democrats and Republicans to ensure we 
pass a budget that is balanced and fiscally responsible. But let's make sure the consequences 
of 2017, and the resulting special session, will serve as lessons learned, not lessons repeated, 
moving forward. 


| will insist on a 300 million dollar reserve for unforeseen circumstances. 
The difference between reserving 300 million instead of 200 million is one bad fire season, or a 
1.3% error in revenue estimating over the next two and a half years. It's the impact of things we 


can't control, like government shutdowns and trade wars, market volatility and investor anxiety. 


A 300 million dollar reserve - one that's accessible, not requiring we decimate government 
services before these funds become available - safeguards us from those factors beyond our 
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control, and from repeating past mistakes of eliminating services that our fellow Montanans rely 
upon. 


To make sure we have that money in the bank, I'm requesting changes that reflect Montana's 
changing economy by increasing the revenue the state receives from hotel guests, car rentals, 
investment licenses, tobacco products, and hard liquor. 


Let's craft a budget that is balanced, funds the services Montanans expect, and leaves money 
in the bank for unexpected things that might come our way. Don't send me a budget where the 
cuts aren't realized until after you adjourn, and don't send me a budget where I'll have to make 
the cuts due to the failure of this legislature to leave money in the bank. Because, if you do, | 
will send it back. 


| believe the budget | have proposed is a reflection of the values we hold as Montanans. It is a 
reflection of all of the progress we've made as a state these past six years and seeks to build 
upon that progress with responsible investments in areas Montanans expect. 


And it is a reflection of my optimism that we can create a brighter future for everyone fortunate 
enough to call themselves a Montanan.

| am an optimist. Six years ago, | walked into this job hopeful and determined. And tonight, | am 
no less optimistic than | was the first time | stood before you. 


In my very first State of the State | implored this body to act like our kids are watching and 
learning from our words and our deeds. Because they are. 


I'm optimistic...that we can be role models that inspire the next generation. And if some leaders 
fall short, | am optimistic that our friends and neighbors, our fellow Montanans, will demand 
better. 


I'm optimistic...that we can demonstrate, while we may have our differences at times, 
Republicans and Democrats can still work together in Montana to get things done, without 
shutting down our government. 


I'm optimistic...that we can base our decisions not only on today's needs, but with an eye 
toward improving the Montana our kids and grandkids - future legislators and governors - will 
inherit.

(b) a person providing care in a day-care facility; 

(c) an employee of a public or private residential institution, facility, home, or agency; or 

(d) any other person responsible for the child's welfare in a residential setting. 

(3) "Abused or neglected" means the state or condition of a child who has suffered child 
abuse or neglect. 

(4) (a) "Adequate health care" means any medical care or nonmedical remedial health 
care recognized by an insurer licensed to provide disability insurance under Title 33, including 
the prevention of the withholding of medically indicated treatment or medically indicated 
psychological care permitted or authorized under state law. 

(b) This chapter may not be construed to require or justify a finding of child abuse or 
neglect for the sole reason that a parent or legal guardian, because of religious beliefs, does 
not provide adequate health care for a child. However, this chapter may not be construed to 
limit the administrative or judicial authority of the state to ensure that medical care is provided to 
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the child when there is imminent substantial risk of serious harm to the child. 

(5) "Best interests of the child" means the physical, mental, and psychological 
conditions and needs of the child and any other factor considered by the court to be relevant to 
the child. 

(6) "Child" or "youth" means any person under 18 years of age. 

(7) (a) "Child abuse or neglect" means: 

(i) actual physical or psychological harm to a child; 

(ii) substantial risk of physical or psychological harm to a child; or 

(iii) abandonment.

(A) actual physical or psychological harm to a child or substantial risk of physical or 
psychological harm to a child by the acts or omissions of a person responsible for the child's 
welfare; or 

(B) exposing a child to the criminal distribution of dangerous drugs, as prohibited by 
45-9-101, the criminal production or manufacture of dangerous drugs, as prohibited by 
45-9-110, or the operation of an unlawful clandestine laboratory, as prohibited by 45-9-132. 

(ii) For the purposes of this subsection (7), "dangerous drugs" means the compounds 
and substances described as dangerous drugs in Schedules | through IV in Title 50, chapter

applicable, this term has the same meaning as "serious emotional or physical damage to the 
child" as used in 25 U.S.C. 1912(f). 

(d) The term does not include self-defense, defense of others, or action taken to 
prevent the child from self-harm that does not constitute physical or psychological harm to a 
child. 

(8) "Concurrent planning" means to work toward reunification of the child with the family 
while at the same time developing and implementing an alternative permanent plan.

(10) "Family group decisionmaking meeting" means a meeting that involves family 
members in either developing treatment plans or making placement decisions, or both.

(13) "Indian custodian" means any Indian person who has legal custody of an Indian 
child under tribal law or custom or under state law or to whom temporary physical care, custody, 
and control have been transferred by the child's parent. 

(14) "Indian tribe" means any Indian tribe, band, nation, or other organized group or 
community of Indians recognized by: 
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(a) the state of Montana; or 

(b) the United States secretary of the interior as being eligible for the services provided 
to Indians or because of the group's status as Indians, including any Alaskan native village as 
defined in federal law. 

(15) "Limited emancipation" means a status conferred on a youth by a court in 
accordance with 41-1-503 under which the youth is entitled to exercise some but not all of the 
rights and responsibilities of a person who is 18 years of age or older. 

(16) "Parent" means a biological or adoptive parent or stepparent. 

(17) "Parent-child legal relationship" means the legal relationship that exists between a 
child and the child's birth or adoptive parents, as provided in Title 40, chapter 6, part 2, unless 
the relationship has been terminated by competent judicial decree as provided in 40-6-234, Title 
42, or part 6 of this chapter. 

(18) "Permanent placement" means reunification of the child with the child's parent, 
adoption, placement with a legal guardian, placement with a fit and willing relative, or placement 
in another planned permanent living arrangement until the child reaches 18 years of age. 

(19) "Physical abuse" means an intentional act, an intentional omission, or gross 
negligence resulting in substantial skin bruising, internal bleeding, substantial injury to skin, 
subdural hematoma, burns, bone fractures, extreme pain, permanent or temporary 
disfigurement, impairment of any bodily organ or function, or death. 

(20) "Physical neglect" means either failure to provide basic necessities, including but 
not limited to appropriate and adequate nutrition, protective shelter from the elements, and 
appropriate clothing related to weather conditions, or failure to provide cleanliness and general 
supervision, or both, or exposing or allowing the child to be exposed to an unreasonable 
physical or psychological risk to the child. 

(21) (a) "Physical or psychological harm to a child" means the harm that occurs 
whenever the parent or other person responsible for the child's welfare: 

(i) inflicts or allows to be inflicted upon the child physical abuse, physical neglect, or 
psychological abuse or neglect; 

(ii) commits or allows sexual abuse or exploitation of the child; 

(iii) induces or attempts to induce a child to give untrue testimony that the child or 
another child was abused or neglected by a parent or other person responsible for the child's 
welfare; 

(iv) causes malnutrition or a failure to thrive or otherwise fails to supply the child with 
adequate food or fails to supply clothing, shelter, education, or adequate health care, though 
financially able to do so or offered financial or other reasonable means to do so; 

(v) exposes or allows the child to be exposed to an unreasonable risk to the child's 
health or welfare by failing to intervene or eliminate the risk; or 

(vi) abandons the child. 

(b) The term does not include a youth not receiving supervision solely because of 
parental inability to control the youth's behavior. 

(22) (a) "Protective services" means services provided by the department: 

(i) to enable a child alleged to have been abused or neglected to remain safely in the 
home; 

(ii) to enable a child alleged to have been abused or neglected who has been removed 
from the home to safely return to the home; or 

(iii) to achieve permanency for a child adjudicated as a youth in need of care when 
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circumstances and the best interests of the child prevent reunification with parents or a return to 
the home. 

(b) The term includes emergency protective services provided pursuant to 41-3-301, 
voluntary protective services provided pursuant to 41-3-302, and court-ordered protective 
services provided pursuant to parts 4 and 6 of this chapter. 

(23) (a) "Psychological abuse or neglect" means severe maltreatment through acts or 
omissions that are injurious to the child's emotional, intellectual, or psychological capacity to 
function, including the commission of acts of violence against another person residing in the 
child's home. 

(b) The term may not be construed to hold a victim responsible for failing to prevent the 
crime against the victim. 

(24) "Qualified expert witness” as used in cases involving an Indian child in proceedings 
subject to the federal Indian Child Welfare Act means: 

(a) amember of the Indian child's tribe who is recognized by the tribal community as 
knowledgeable in tribal customs as they pertain to family organization and child-rearing 
practices; 

(b) a lay expert witness who has substantial experience in the delivery of child and 
family services to Indians and extensive knowledge of prevailing social and cultural standards 
and child-rearing practices within the Indian child's tribe; or 

(c) a professional person who has substantial education and experience in providing 
services to children and families and who possesses significant knowledge of and experience 
with Indian culture, family structure, and child-rearing practices in general. 

(25) "Reasonable cause to suspect" means cause that would lead a reasonable person 
to believe that child abuse or neglect may have occurred or is occurring, based on all the facts 
and circumstances known to the person. 

(26) "Residential setting" means an out-of-home placement where the child typically 
resides for longer than 30 days for the purpose of receiving food, shelter, security, guidance, 
and, if necessary, treatment. 

(27) (a) "Sexual abuse" means the commission of sexual assault, sexual intercourse 
without consent, indecent exposure, sexual abuse, ritual abuse of a minor, or incest, as 
described in Title 45, chapter 5. 

(b) Sexual abuse does not include any necessary touching of an infant's or toddler's 
genital area while attending to the sanitary or health care needs of that infant or toddler by a 
parent or other person responsible for the child's welfare. 

(28) "Sexual exploitation" means allowing, permitting, or encouraging a child to engage 
in a prostitution offense, as described in 45-5-601 through 45-5-603, or allowing, permitting, or 
encouraging sexual abuse of children and child pornography as described in 45-5-625. 

(29) (a) "Social worker" means an employee of the department who, before the 
employee's field assignment, has been educated or trained in a program of social work or a 
related field that includes cognitive and family systems treatment or who has equivalent verified 
experience or verified training in the investigation of child abuse, neglect, and endangerment. 

(b) This definition does not apply to any provision of this code that is not in this chapter. 

(30) "Treatment plan" means a written agreement between the department and the 
parent or guardian or a court order that includes action that must be taken to resolve the 
condition or conduct of the parent or guardian that resulted in the need for protective services 
for the child. The treatment plan may involve court services, the department, and other parties, 
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if necessary, for protective services. 

(31) "Unfounded" means that after an investigation, the investigating person has 
determined that the reported abuse, neglect, or exploitation has not occurred. 

(32) "Unsubstantiated" means that after an investigation, the investigator was unable to 
determine by a preponderance of the evidence that the reported abuse, neglect, or exploitation 
has occurred.

(B) not be effective in ameliorating or correcting all of the infant's life-threatening

(2) An agricultural producer or association of agricultural producers or legal agent who 
manufactures and converts agricultural surpluses, byproducts, or wastes into denatured ethyl 
and industrial alcohol for purposes other than human consumption is not required to obtain a 
distillery license from the department. 

(3) (a) A distillery producing less than 25,000 gallons of product annually may deliver its 
product directly to a state agency liquor store if the distillery uses the distillery's own equipment, 
trucks, and employees to deliver the product. The amount of product delivered may not be less 
than a case. The department shall create an electronic reporting system for distilleries to record 
deliveries made under this subsection (3). Agency liquor stores must be invoiced by the 
department for product received from a distillery. 

(b) A distillery delivering its product pursuant to this subsection (3) shall maintain 
records of each delivery, subject to inspection by the department. 

(c) The department shall pay the distillery for any product delivered to an agency liquor 
store: 

(i) the current freight rate; and 

(ii) the distiller's current quoted price per case. 

(4) The department shall create and implement an electronic reporting system for 
microdistilleries to record annual production. The electronic reporting system must automatically 
report production to the department to ensure annual production limits specified in 16-4-310 are 
not exceeded.

(b) The assignee shall also pay within 30 days of notice by the county treasurer the costs 
required to bring the property to sale, including costs for property information searches, mailing 
costs, and costs of resale, if applicable. 

(3) If no assignment has been made, the board of county commissioners may, by 
resolution, direct the county treasurer to file an application for a tax deed. 

(4) (a) The county treasurer shall have the county clerk and recorder record a notice of the 
tax deed application, which constitutes notice of the pendency of the tax deed application with 
respect to the property and remains effective for 1 year from the date of the recording. 

(b) Aperson acquiring an interest in the property after the tax deed application notice has been 
recorded is considered to be on notice of the pending tax deed sale, and no additional notice is 
required. The sale of the property automatically releases any recorded notice of tax deed 
application for the property. 

(c) If the property is redeemed, the county treasurer shall record a release of the notice of tax 
deed application. 

(5) Upon application for a tax deed, the county treasurer shall contract with a title company 
or an abstract company for purposes of determining the names and addresses of the persons 
required to be noticed of a pending public auction. Notice must be given to the owner of record of 
the property, the current occupant, if any, and to each party, other than a utility that has an interest 
or possible claim of an interest in the property and would be necessary to name in a quiet title 
action. The cost of the report must be included in the costs required to bring the property to sale.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
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State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 83 (SB 83), "AN ACT 
ESTABLISHING ALLOWABLE AND PROHIBITED PRACTICES FOR PHARMACY BENEFIT 
MANAGERS AND OTHER THIRD-PARTY PAYERS; AMENDING SECTIONS 33-22-101 AND 33- 
22-170, MCA; AND PROVIDING A DELAYED EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY 
DATE." 


SB 83 provides for some common-sense measures that will further modernize prescription drug 
benefits in the State of Montana. The legislation enjoyed overwhelming support, passing with 
nearly unanimous votes in both chambers. However, Section 1 Part D of the bill inadvertently 
includes language that would allow pharmaceutical benefit managers (PBM) to claw-back payments 
simply by forcing pharmacies to agree to the provision in take-it-or-leave-it contracts. As the PBM 
market continues to consolidate, the increased market concentration provides PBMs with 
negotiating leverage which enables them to dictate terms in contracts with community pharmacies. 


The amendment | propose will make the bill mirror a similar state law that was enacted in North 
Dakota in 2017. It will allow small pharmacy owners to operate on a level playing field. Small 
pharmacy owners require stability and predictability in their businesses. This amendment will help 
achieve both, and ultimately help to keep Montana's small pharmacies in business and give 
Montana patients better access and more choices when filling prescriptions.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 54 (SB 54), "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING 
INSURANCE LAWS RELATED TO MULTIPLE EMPLOYER WELFARE ARRANGEMENTS; 
ALLOWING A MULTIPLE EMPLOYER WELFARE ARRANGEMENT TO FORM UNDER A 
PATHWAY ESTABLISHED IN FEDERAL RULES; DELETING THE DEFINITION OF 'BONA FIDE 
ASSOCIATION'; REVISING ELIGIBILITY FOR CERTIFICATE OF AUTHORITY LAWS; REVISING 
REPORTING REQUIREMENTS; REVISING INSURANCE CODE APPLICATION TO MULTIPLE 
EMPLOYER WELFARE ARRANGEMENTS; AMENDING SECTIONS 33-35-102, 33-35-103, 33- 
35-202, 33-35-301, AND 33-35-306, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


Last year, the federal government weakened consumer protections on a group of employer health 
plans called Multiple Employer Welfare Arrangements (MEWA). While MEWAs can serve an 
important role, without proper oversight bad actors in the MEWA industry have taken advantage 
of consumers. There have been several well-documented cycles of large-scale scams, fraud, and 
insolvencies involving entities purporting to be MEWAs. As aresult, Montana is one of many states 
that have taken steps to enhance oversight of these entities in order to prevent fraud and abuse. 


SB 54 would make it easier to sell plans in Montana that can deny coverage based on pre-existing 
conditions. It would also allow these plans to sell insurance across state lines, avoiding compliance 
with Montana-specific consumer protections, such as gender equality, the autism assured benefit, 
and other protections that exist specifically in Montana law. MEWAs can already operate in 
Montana if they do so legitimately, even if formed under the new federal guidance. If the federal 
guidance leads to a proliferation of bad actors, Montana needs to be sure we have the tools in the 
toolbox to protect businesses and consumers. 


The United States Department of Labor most likely does not have the resources to protect 
consumers from these new "national" MEWAs that may sell across state lines under the new 
federal rules. Therefore, many states are taking steps to strengthen their state laws, allowing them 
more regulatory authority over these entities. SB 54 does not strengthen Montana laws to ensure 
proper oversight of the new MEWAs, and, in many ways, SB 54 does just the opposite by 
weakening existing state regulatory authority over them. 
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Finally, the provision incorporating the federal law into state statute is drafted in such a way that 
it would automatically incorporate any future changes in that law into Montana statute, thus limiting 
legislative authority. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 54.

(2) (a) "Air and water pollution control and carbon capture equipment" means that portion 
of identifiable property, facilities, machinery, devices, or equipment certified as provided in 
subsections (2)(b) and (2)(c) and designed, constructed, under construction, or operated for 
removing, disposing, abating, treating, eliminating, destroying, neutralizing, stabilizing, rendering 
inert, storing, or preventing the creation of air or water pollutants that, except for the use of the 
item, would be released to the environment. This includes machinery, devices, or equipment used 
to capture carbon dioxide or other greenhouse gases. Reduction in pollutants obtained through 
operational techniques without specific facilities, machinery, devices, or equipment is not eligible 
for certification under this section. 

(b) Requests for certification must be made on forms available from the department of 
revenue. Certification may not be granted unless the applicant is in substantial compliance with all 
applicable rules, laws, orders, or permit conditions. Certification remains in effect only as long as 
substantial compliance continues. 

(c) The department of environmental quality shall promulgate rules specifying procedures, 
including timeframes for certification application, and definitions necessary to identify air and water 
pollution control and carbon capture equipment for certification and compliance. The department 
of revenue shall promulgate rules pertaining to the valuation of qualifying air and water pollution 
control and carbon capture equipment. The department of environmental quality shall identify and 
track compliance in the use of certified air and water pollution control and carbon capture 
equipment and report continuous acts or patterns of noncompliance at a facility to the department 
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of revenue. Casual or isolated incidents of noncompliance at a facility do not affect certification. 

(d) To qualify for the exemption under subsection (5)(b)(i), the air and water pollution 
control and carbon capture equipment must be placed into service after January 1, 2014, for the 
purposes of environmental benefit or to comply with state or federal pollution control regulations. 
If the air or water pollution control and carbon capture equipment enhances the performance of 
existing air and water pollution control and carbon capture equipment, only the market value of the 
enhancement is subject to the exemption under subsection (5)(b)(i). 

(e) Except as provided in subsection (2)(d), equipment that does not qualify for the 
exemption under subsection (5)(b)(i) includes but is not limited to equipment placed into service 
to maintain, replace, or repair equipment installed on or before January 1, 2014. 

(f) A person may appeal the certification, classification, and valuation of the property to the 
state tax appeal board. Appeals on the property certification must name the department of 
environmental quality as the respondent, and appeals on the classification or valuation of the 
equipment must name the department of revenue as the respondent. 

(3) (a) "New industrial property" means any new industrial plant, including land, buildings, 
machinery, and fixtures, used by new industries during the first 3 years of their operation. The 
property may not have been assessed within the state of Montana prior to July 1, 1961. 

(b) New industrial property does not include: 

(i) property used by retail or wholesale merchants, commercial services of any type, 
agriculture, trades, or professions unless the business or profession meets the requirements of 
subsection (4)(b)(v);

(b) The board shall also forward a copy of the proposed plan for detraction of the area 
and provide written notice of the hearing provided in subsection (4)(a) to the governing body of 
the fire protection jurisdiction that is proposed to be responsible for fire and emergency services 
within the area after detraction from the authority, if a fire protection jurisdiction is identified.

redemption premiums. Bonds may not be issued to cover deficits incurred because appropriations 
exceeded anticipated revenue. Money transferred for the payment of bonds and notes must be 
deposited in the debt service account. 

3) Except as provided in subsection (8), the legislature may not authorize general 
obligation bonds paid from the general fund if the issuance of those bonds would cause the total 


amount of the state debt to exceed 0.6% of the fair market value of all taxable property within the 
state. 





4) Except as provided in subsection (8), the legislature may not authorize new general 
obligation bonds paid from the general fund if the issuance of those bonds would create an 
obligation for fiscal year debt service on general obligation bonds paid from the general fund that 
have been issued that exceeds 1.5% of the amount of the certified unaudited state general fund 
revenue, including transfers into the general fund, as determined by the state treasurer on or 
before August 15 of the year preceding a legislative session. 

(5) For purposes of subsections (3) and (4): 

a) "fair market value of all taxable property within the state" includes all real and personal 
property subject to ad valorem taxation within the state as enumerated in the department of 
revenue's biennial report issued pursuant to 15-1-205. 

b) “general obligation bonds paid from the general fund” means bonds issued as general 
obligation bonds of the state that are payable from only the general fund and that are not payable 
from or secured by funds or specific sources of revenue outside the general fund. 

(c) "state debt" means: 

(i) the outstanding principal of issued general obligation bonds paid from the general fund as 
of July 1 of the current fiscal year; 

(ii) the principal amount of all authorized but unissued general obligation bonds paid from the 
general fund; and 

(iii) the total amount of unfunded actuarial accrued liability of the public retirement systems 
established in Title 19 that does not amortize in 30 years as identified in those systems' most 
recent actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of their plans. 
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6) For purposes of calculating the total fiscal year debt service of proposed bonds to 
determine whether the limitations described in subsection (4) are satisfied, the debt service 
amounts set forth in the fiscal note for the proposed bond act regarding the bonds are used and 
are final and conclusive. 

(7) The passage and approval of a bond act is final and conclusive authority for the 
issuance of the bonds authorized under that act. The board of examiners may rely on that authority 
without regard to condition or circumstance existing as of the date of the issuance of the bonds.

(2) A public utility that plans to conduct a competitive solicitation process shall submit the 
following information to the commission: 

(a) a description of the competitive solicitation process that the public utility will use and 
proof of compliance with subsections (1)(b) and (1)(c), if applicable; and 

(b) a complete draft of the proposal soliciting electricity supply resources, citing the need 
for resources. 

(3) The commission may accept public comment on the information. 

(4) (a) The Montana consumer counsel may request, select, and retain a person or 
organization to act as an independent monitor for a competitive solicitation process. 

(b) The commission shall charge a fee to the public utility to pay for the costs of an 
independent monitor. These costs are recoverable in rates. 

(c) The independent monitor may assist the Montana consumer counsel by: 

(i) providing comments on the consistency of the competitive solicitation process with 
industry standards; 

(ii) monitoring and observing the competitive solicitation process, paying particular attention 
to the public utility's evaluation of electricity supply resources that may result in utility ownership of 
the resource, to ensure that the utility conducts a fair and proper process in accordance with 
industry standards; 

(iii) notifying the utility and the consumer counsel on a timely basis prior to the utility's

subsection (7), is each local government's base component. The sum of all local governments' 
base components is the fiscal year entitlement share pool. 

(4) (a) Except as provided in subsections (4)(b)(iv) and (7)(b), the base entitlement share 
pool must be increased annually by an entitlement share growth rate as provided for in this 
subsection (4). The amount determined through the application of annual growth rates is the 
entitlement share pool for each fiscal year. 

(b) By October 1 of each year, the department shall calculate the growth rate of the 
entitlement share pool for the next fiscal year in the following manner: 

(i) The department shall calculate the entitlement share growth rate based on the ratio of 
two factors of state revenue sources for the first, second, and third most recently completed fiscal 
years as recorded on the statewide budgeting and accounting system. The first factor is the sum 
of the revenue for the first and second previous completed fiscal years received from the sources 
referred to in subsections (2)(b), (2)(c), and (2)(g) divided by the sum of the revenue for the second 
and third previous completed fiscal years received from the same sources multiplied by 0.75. The 
second factor is the sum of the revenue for the first and second previous completed fiscal years 
received from individual income tax as provided in Title 15, chapter 30, and corporate income tax 
as provided in Title 15, chapter 31, divided by the sum of the revenue for the second and third 
previous completed fiscal years received from the same sources multiplied by 0.25. 

(ii) Except as provided in subsections (4)(b)(iii) and (4)(b)(iv) and subject to subsection (13), 
the entitlement share growth rate is the lesser of: 

(A) the sum of the first factor plus the second factor; or 

(B) 1.03 for counties, 1.0325 for consolidated local governments, and 1.035 for cities and 
towns. 

(iii) In no instance can the entitlement growth factor be less than 1. Subject to subsection 
(4)(b)(iv), the entitlement share growth rate is applied to the most recently completed fiscal year 
entitlement payment to determine the subsequent fiscal year payment. 

(iv) The entitlement share growth rate, as described in this subsection (4), is: 

(A) for fiscal year 2018, 1.005; 

(B) for fiscal year 2019, 1.0187; 

(C) for fiscal year 2020 and thereafter, determined as provided in subsection (4)(b)(ii). The 
rate must be applied to the entitlement payment for the previous fiscal year as if the payment had 
been calculated using entitlement share growth rates for fiscal years 2018 and 2019 as provided 
in subsection (4)(b)(ii). 

(5) As used in this section, "local government" means a county, a consolidated local 
government, an incorporated city, and an incorporated town. A local government does not include 
a tax increment financing district provided for in subsection (8). The county or consolidated local 
government is responsible for making an allocation from the county's or consolidated local 
government's share of the entitlement share pool to each special district within the county or 
consolidated local government in a manner that reasonably reflects each special district's loss of 
revenue sources for which reimbursement is provided in this section. The allocation for each 
special district that existed in 2002 must be based on the relative proportion of the loss of revenue 
in 2002. 

(6) (a) The entitlement share pools calculated in this section, the amounts determined 
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under 15-1-123(2) for local governments, the funding provided for in subsection (8) of this section, 
and the amounts determined under 15-1-123(3) for tax increment financing districts are statutorily 
appropriated, as provided in 17-7-502, from the general fund to the department for distribution to 
local governments. 

(b) (i) The growth amount is the difference between the entitlement share pool in the 
current fiscal year and the entitlement share pool in the previous fiscal year. The growth factor in 
the entitlement share must be calculated separately for: 

(A) counties; 

(B) consolidated local governments; and 

(C) incorporated cities and towns. 

(ii) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for counties must be allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each county's percentage 
of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all counties; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
county's population bears to the state population not residing within consolidated local governments 
as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana department of 
commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(iii) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for consolidated local governments must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each consolidated local 
government's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all consolidated local 
governments; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
consolidated local government's population bears to the state's total population residing within 
consolidated local governments as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from 
the Montana department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(iv) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for incorporated cities and towns must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each incorporated city's or 
town's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all incorporated cities and 
towns; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
city's or town's population bears to the state's total population residing within incorporated cities and 
towns as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana department 
of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(v) In each fiscal year, the amount of the entitlement share pool before the growth amount 
or adjustments made under subsection (7) are applied is to be distributed to each local government 
in the same manner as the entitlement share pool was distributed in the prior fiscal year. 

(7) (a) If the legislature enacts a reimbursement provision that is to be distributed pursuant 
to this section, the department shall determine the reimbursement amount as provided in the 
enactment and add the appropriate amount to the entitlement share distribution under this section. 
The total entitlement share distributions in a fiscal year, including distributions made pursuant to 
this subsection, equal the local fiscal year entitlement share pool. The ratio of each local 
government's distribution from the entitlement share pool must be recomputed to determine each 
local government's ratio to be used in the subsequent year's distribution determination under 
subsections (6)(b)(ii)(A), (6)(b)(iii)(A), and (6)(b)(iv)(A). 
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(b) For fiscal year 2018 and thereafter, the growth rate provided for in subsection (4) does 
not apply to the portion of the entitlement share pool attributable to the reimbursement provided 
for in 15-1-123(2). The department shall calculate the portion of the entitlement share pool 
attributable to the reimbursement in 15-1-123(2), including the application of the growth rate in 
previous fiscal years, for counties, consolidated local governments, and cities and, for fiscal year 
2018 and thereafter, apply the growth rate for that portion of the entitlement share pool as provided 
in 15-1-123(2). 

(c) The growth amount resulting from the application of the growth rate in 15-1-123(2) must 
be allocated as provided in subsections (6)(b)(ii)(A), (6)(b)(iii)(A), and (6)(b)(iv)(A) of this section. 

(8) (a) Except for a tax increment financing district entitled to a reimbursement under 
15-1-123(3), if a tax increment financing district was not in existence during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 2000, then the tax increment financing district is not entitled to any funding. If a tax 
increment financing district referred to in subsection (8)(b) terminates, then the funding for the 
district provided for in subsection (8)(b) terminates. 

(b) One-half of the payments provided for in this subsection (8)(b) must be made by 
November 30 and the other half by May 31 of each year. Subject to subsection (8)(a), the 
entitlement share for tax increment financing districts is as follows:

(9) The estimated fiscal year entitlement share pool and any subsequent entitlement share 
pool for local governments do not include revenue received from tax increment financing districts. 

(10) When there has been an underpayment of a local government's share of the 
entitlement share pool, the department shall distribute the difference between the underpayment 
and the correct amount of the entitlement share. When there has been an overpayment of a local 
government's entitlement share, the local government shall remit the overpaid amount to the 
department. 

(11) A local government may appeal the department's estimation of the base component, 
the entitlement share growth rate, or a local government's allocation of the entitlement share pool, 
according to the uniform dispute review procedure in 15-1-211. 

(12) (a) Except as provided in 2-7-517, a payment required pursuant to this section may not 
be offset by a debt owed to a state agency by a local government in accordance with Title 17, 
chapter 4, part 1. 

(b) A payment required pursuant to this section must be withheld if a local government: 

(i) fails to meet a deadline established in 2-7-503(1), 7-6-611(2), 7-6-4024(3), or 
7-6-4036(1); and 

(ii) fails to remit any amounts collected on behalf of the state as required by 15-1-504 or any 
other amounts owed to the state or another taxing jurisdiction, as otherwise required by law, within 
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45 days of the end of a month. 

(c) Apayment required pursuant to this section may be withheld if, for more than 90 days, 
a local government fails to: 

(i) file a financial report required by 15-1-504; 

(ii) remit any amounts collected on behalf of the state as required by 15-1-504; or 

(iii) remit any other amounts owed to the state or another taxing jurisdiction. 

13) (a) For fiscal years beginning July 1, 2020, the entitlement share pool must be reduced 
by the local government contribution. The department shall determine the reduction to the 
entitlement share pool as provided in subsection (13)(c), allocate the amount among local 
governments, and reduce the entitlement share payments accordingly. 

(b) For purposes of calculating the entitlement share for the subsequent fiscal years, the 
entitlement share growth rate must be applied to the entitlement share payment of the prior year 
before the reduction in subsection (13)(a) is applied.

(b) anoncommercial vehicle upon the ways of this state open to the public while the 
person's alcohol concentration, as shown by analysis of the person's blood, breath, or other 
bodily substance, is 0.08 or more; 

(c) acommercial motor vehicle within this state while the person's alcohol concentration, 
as shown by analysis of the person's blood, breath, or other bodily substance, is 0.04 or more; 

(d) anoncommercial vehicle within this state when a passenger for hire is a passenger 
in the vehicle at the time of the offense while the person's alcohol concentration, as shown by 
analysis of the person's blood, breath, or other bodily substance, is 0.04 or more; 

(e) anoncommercial vehicle or commercial motor vehicle within this state while the 
person's delta-9-tetrahydrocannabinol level, excluding inactive metabolites, as shown by 
analysis of the person's blood or other bodily substance, is 5 ng/ml or more; 

(f) a vehicle within this state when the person is under 21 years of age at the time of the 
offense while the person's alcohol concentration, as shown by analysis of the person's blood, 
breath, or other bodily substance, is 0.02 or more but less than 0.08. 

(2) The fact that any person charged with a violation of subsection (1) is or has been 
entitled to use alcohol or a drug under the laws of this state does not constitute a defense 
against any charge of violating subsection (1). 

(3) Upon the trial of any civil or criminal action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged 
to have been committed by any person driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle while 
under the influence of alcohol, the concentration of alcohol in the person at the time of a test, 
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as shown by analysis of a sample of the person's blood, breath, or other bodily substance 
drawn or taken within a reasonable time after the alleged act, gives rise to the following 
inferences: 

(a) if there was at that time an alcohol concentration of 0.04 or less, it may be inferred 
that the person was not under the influence of alcohol; 

(b) if there was at that time an alcohol concentration in excess of 0.04 but less than 
0.08, that fact may not give rise to any inference that the person was or was not under the 
influence of alcohol, but the fact may be considered with other competent evidence in 
determining the guilt or innocence of the person; and 

(c) if there was at that time an alcohol concentration of 0.08 or more, it may be inferred 
that the person was under the influence of alcohol. The inference is rebuttable. 

(4) The provisions of subsection (3) do not limit the introduction of any other competent 
evidence bearing on the issue of whether the person was under the influence of alcohol, drugs, 
or a combination of alcohol and drugs. 

(5) Each municipality in this state is given authority to enact this section, with the word 
"state" changed to read "municipality", as an ordinance and is given jurisdiction of the 
enforcement of the ordinance and the imposition of the fines and penalties provided in the 
ordinance. 

(6) Absolute liability, as provided in 45-2-104, is imposed for a violation of this section. 

(7) When the same acts may establish the commission of an offense under subsection 
(1), a person charged with the conduct may be prosecuted for a violation of another relevant 
subsection under subsection (1). However, the person may be convicted of only one offense 
under this section or of a similar offense under previous laws of this state." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 3. Penalty for driving under influence -- first through 
third offenses. (1) (a) Except as provided in subsection (1)(b) or (1)(c), a person convicted of a 
violation of [section 2(1)(a)] shall be punished as follows: 

(i) for a first violation, by imprisonment for not less than 24 consecutive hours or more 
than 6 months and by a fine of not less than $600 or more than $1,000, except that if one or 
more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the 
person shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than 48 consecutive hours or more than 
1 year and by a fine of not less than $1,200 or more than $2,000; 

(ii) for a second violation, by imprisonment for not less than 7 consecutive days or more 
than 1 year and by a fine of not less than $1,200 or more than $2,000, except that if one or 
more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the 
person shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than 14 days or more than 1 year and a 
fine of not less than $2,400 or more than $4,000; or 

(iii) for a third violation, by imprisonment for not less than 30 consecutive days or more 
than 1 year and by a fine of not less than $2,500 or more than $5,000, except that if one or 
more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the 
person shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than 60 days or more than 1 year and by 
a fine of not less than $5,000 or more than $10,000. 

(b) If the person has a prior conviction under 45-5-106, the person shall be punished as 
provided in [section 4] for a fourth or subsequent offense of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
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this state or the laws of another state. 

(c) If the person has a prior conviction or pending charge for a violation of driving under 
the influence, including [Section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets 
the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, and the violation meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], the person shall be punished as provided 
in subsection (4) of this section. 

(2) (a) Except as provided in subsection (2)(b) or (2)(c), a person convicted of a violation 
of [section 2(1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)] shall be punished as follows: 

(i) for a first violation, by imprisonment for not more than 6 months and by a fine of not 
less than $600 or more than $1,000, except that if one or more passengers under 16 years of 
age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the person shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not more than 6 months and by a fine of not less than $1,200 or more than 
$2,000; 

(ii) for a second violation, by imprisonment for not less than 5 consecutive days or more 
than 1 year and by a fine of not less than $1,200 or more than $2,000, except that if one or 
more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the 
person shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than 10 consecutive days or more than 1 
year and by a fine of not less than $2,400 or more than $4,000; or 

(iii) for a third violation, by imprisonment for not less than 30 consecutive days or more 
than 1 year and by a fine of not less than $2,500 or more than $5,000, except that if one or 
more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the 
person shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than 60 consecutive days or more than 1 
year and by a fine of not less than $5,000 or more than $10,000. 

(b) If the person has a prior conviction under 45-5-106, the person shall be punished as 
provided in [section 4] for a fourth or subsequent offense of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state. 

(c) If the person has a prior conviction or pending charge for a violation of driving under 
the influence, including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets 
the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, and the violation meets the definition for 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], the person shall be punished as provided 
in subsection (4) of this section. 

(3) (a) A person convicted of a violation of [section 2(1)(f)] shall be punished as follows: 

(i) For a first violation, the person must be fined not less than $200 or more than $500, 
except that if one or more passengers under 16 years of age were in the vehicle at the time of 
the offense, the person shall be fined not less than $400 or more than $1,000. A conviction 
under this section may not be counted as a prior conviction under [section 2], a similar offense 
under previous laws of this state, or a similar offense under the laws of another state. 

(ii) Except as provided in 61-8-723, for a second violation, the person shall be sentenced 
in accordance with subsection (2)(a)(ii). A conviction under this section may not be counted as 
a prior conviction under [section 2], a similar offense under previous laws of this state, or a 
similar offense under the laws of another state. 

(iii) Except as provided in section 61-8-723, for a third or subsequent violation, the 
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person shall be sentenced in accordance with subsection (2)(a)(iii). A conviction under this 
section may not be counted as a prior conviction under [section 2], a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state, or a similar offense under the laws of another state. 

(4) (a) If a violation of [section 2] meets the definition of aggravated driving under the 
influence in [section 1], the person shall be punished as follows: 

(i) for a first violation, by imprisonment for not less than 2 consecutive days or more than 
1 year and by a fine of $1,000, except that if one or more passengers under 16 years of age 
were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the person shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not less than 4 consecutive days or more than 1 year and by a fine of $2,000; 

(ii) for a second violation, by imprisonment for not less than 15 consecutive days or 
more than 1 year and by a fine of $2,500, except that if one or more passengers under 16 years 
of age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the person shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not less than 45 consecutive days or more than 1 year and by a fine of 
$5,000; or 

(iii) For a third violation, by imprisonment for not less than 60 consecutive days or more 
than 1 year and by a fine of $5,000, except that if one or more passengers under 16 years of 
age were in the vehicle at the time of the offense, the person shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not less than 120 days or more than 1 year and by a fine of $10,000. 

(b) The mandatory minimum imprisonment term may not be served under home arrest 
and may not be suspended unless the judge finds that the imposition of the imprisonment 
sentence will pose a risk to the person's physical or mental well-being. 

(c) The remainder of the imprisonment sentence may be suspended for a period of up to 
1 year pending the person's successful completion of a chemical dependency treatment 
program pursuant to [section 5]. During any suspended portion of sentence imposed by the 
court: 

(i) the person is subject to all conditions of the suspended sentence imposed by the 
court, including mandatory participation in drug or DUI courts, if available; 

(ii) the person is subject to all conditions of the 24/7 sobriety and drug monitoring 
program, if available and if imposed by the court; and 

(iii) if the person violates any condition of the suspended sentence or any treatment 
requirement, the court may impose the remainder of any imprisonment term that was imposed 
and suspended. 

(d) If the person has a prior conviction or pending charge for a violation of driving under 
the influence, including [Section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets 
the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, the person shall be punished as 
provided in this subsection (4). 

(e) If the person has a prior conviction under 45-5-106, the person shall be punished as 
provided in [section 4] for a fourth or subsequent offense of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state. 

(5) In addition to the punishment provided in this section, regardless of disposition, the 
person shall comply with the chemical dependency education course and chemical dependency 
treatment provisions in [section 5] as ordered by the court." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 4. Penalty for driving under influence -- fourth and 
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subsequent offenses. (1) Except as provided in subsection (4), a person is guilty of a felony 
if: 

(a) the person is convicted of a violation of driving under the influence, including 
[section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state; 

(b) the person has either a single conviction under 45-5-106 or any combination of 
three or more prior convictions under 45-5-104, 45-5-205, 45-5-628(1)(e), or driving under the 
influence, including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the 
definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state or the laws of another state; and 

(c) the offense under 45-5-104, if applicable, occurred while the person was operating a 
vehicle while under the influence of alcohol, a dangerous drug, any other drug, or any 
combination of the three, as provided in [section 2(1)]. 

(2) A person found guilty of a felony under subsection (1) shall be punished by: 

(a) (i) being sentenced to the department of corrections for placement in an appropriate 
correctional facility or program for a term of not less than 13 months or more than 2 years. The 
court shall order that if the person successfully completes a residential alcohol treatment 
program approved by the department of corrections, the remainder of the sentence must be 
served on probation. The imposition or execution of the sentence may not be deferred or 
suspended, and the person is not eligible for parole. 

(ii) being sentenced to either the department of corrections or the Montana state prison 
or Montana women's prison for a term of not more than 5 years, all of which must be 
suspended, to run consecutively to the term imposed under subsection (2)(a)(i); and 

(iii) a fine of not less than $5,000 or more than $10,000; or 

(b) being sentenced to an appropriate treatment court program for a term of not more 
than 5 years, with required completion, and a fine of not less than $5,000 or more than 
$10,000. If sentenced under this subsection (2)(b), the person may be entitled to a suspended 
sentence and is not eligible for a deferred imposition of sentence. 

(3) The department of corrections may place an offender sentenced under subsection 
(2)(a) in a residential alcohol treatment program approved by the department of corrections. 

(4) (a) A person meeting the following criteria shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than 10 years and by a fine of not less than $5,000 or more than $10,000: 

(i) the person is convicted of a violation of driving under the influence, including [section 
2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving 
under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of this state or the 
laws of another state; 

(ii) the person has either a single conviction under 45-5-106 or any combination of four 
or more prior convictions under 45-5-104, 45-5-205, 45-5-628(1)(e), or driving under the 
influence, including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the 
definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under 
previous laws of this state or the laws of another state; and 

(iii) the offense under 45-5-104, if applicable, occurred while the person was operating a 
vehicle while under the influence as provided in [section 1(1) and section 2] or a similar offense 
under previous laws of this state and the person was previously sentenced under either 
subsection (2)(a) or (2)(b). 
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(b) If sentenced under this subsection (4), the person is not eligible for a deferred 
sentence. If the court determines, based on the findings contained in a chemical dependency 
assessment prepared pursuant to [section 5], that a long-term residential alcohol treatment 
program affords a better opportunity for rehabilitation of the offender and for the protection of 
society, the offender's term of imprisonment may include placement in a long-term residential 
alcohol treatment program approved by the department of corrections. The court shall include 
in its judgment a statement of the reasons for its determination. 

(5) If a person has previously been convicted and sentenced under subsection (4) on a 
different occasion other than the first, the person shall be fined not less than $5,000 or more 
than $10,000 and be sentenced to imprisonment for not more than 25 years. If sentenced under 
this subsection (5), the person is not eligible for a deferred sentence. 

(6) The court shall, as a condition of probation, order that: 

(a) the person abide by the standard conditions of probation promulgated by the 
department of corrections; 

(b) a person who is financially able pay the costs of imprisonment, probation, and 
alcohol treatment under this section; 

(c) the person may not frequent an establishment where alcoholic beverages are 
served; 

(d) the person may not consume alcoholic beverages; 

(e) the person may not operate a motor vehicle unless authorized by the person's 
probation officer; 

(f) the person enter in and remain in an aftercare treatment program for the entire 
probationary period; 

(g) the person submit to random or routine drug and alcohol testing; and 

(h) if the person is permitted to operate a motor vehicle, the vehicle be equipped with 
an ignition interlock device. 

(7) The sentencing judge may impose on the defendant any other reasonable 
restrictions or conditions during the period of probation. Reasonable restrictions or conditions 
may include but are not limited to: 

(a) payment of a fine as provided in 46-18-231; 

(b) payment of costs as provided in 46-18-232 and 46-18-233; 

(c) payment of costs of assigned counsel as provided in 46-8-113; 

(d) community service; 

(e) any other reasonable restrictions or conditions considered necessary for 
rehabilitation or for the protection of society; or 

(f) any combination of the restrictions or conditions listed in subsections (7)(a) through 
(7)(e). 

(8) Following initial placement of a defendant in a treatment facility under subsection (3), 
the department of corrections may, at its discretion, place the offender in another facility or 
program. 

(9) The provisions of 46-18-203, 46-23-1001 through 46-23-1005, 46-23-1011 through 
46-23-1014, and 46-23-1031 apply to persons sentenced under this section." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 5. Driving under influence -- assessment, education, and 
treatment required. (1) In addition to the punishments provided in [sections 3 and 4], 
regardless of disposition, a defendant convicted of a violation of driving under the influence, 
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including [section 2], an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the 
influence in [section 1], a similar offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of another 
state shall complete a chemical dependency assessment and: 

(a) for a first conviction, except as provided in subsection (8)(b), a chemical dependency 
education course; or 

(b) for a second or subsequent conviction for a violation of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state, except a fourth or subsequent conviction for which the 
defendant completes a residential alcohol treatment program under [section 4(3)], or as 
required by subsection (8) of this section, chemical dependency treatment. 

(2) The sentencing judge may, in the judge's discretion, require the defendant to 
complete the chemical dependency assessment prior to sentencing the defendant. If the 
assessment is not ordered or completed before sentencing, the judge shall order the chemical 
dependency assessment as part of the sentence. 

(3) (a) The chemical dependency assessment must be conducted by a licensed 
addiction counselor. The chemical dependency education course must be conducted by a 
certified instructor at a treatment program approved by the department of public health and 
human services. In addition to the punishments provided in [sections 3 and 4], regardless of 
disposition, a defendant convicted of a violation of driving under the influence for a first or 
second time who does not meet the clinical criteria for moderate or severe chemical 
dependency must complete an evidence-based intervention that is appropriate to the level of 
offense and is approved by the department of public health and human services. For a first 
conviction, the evidence-based intervention may include a chemical dependency education 
course. 

(b) The defendant may attend a treatment program of the defendant's choice as long as 
the treatment services are provided by a licensed addiction counselor. The defendant shall pay 
the cost of the assessment, the education course, and chemical dependency treatment and 
may use health insurance to cover the costs when possible. 

(4) The assessment must be conducted by a licensed addiction counselor using national 
standard practice assessment and placement criteria that has been approved by the 
department of public health and human services. It must prescribe the level of care that is 
clinically warranted to treat the defendant's disorder. A defendant who disagrees with the initial 
assessment may, at the defendant's cost, obtain a second assessment provided by a licensed 
addiction counselor or a program approved by the department of public health and human 
services. 

(5) The treatment provided to the defendant at a treatment program must be at a level 
of care prescribed in a defendant's clinical assessment as described in subsection (4). The 
rules defining levels of care and treatment must mandate evidence-based treatment programs 
or courses approved by the department that are likely to reduce recidivism. Upon determination, 
the court shall order the defendant's appropriate level of treatment. If more than one counselor 
makes a determination as provided in this subsection, the court shall order an appropriate level 
of treatment based on the determination of one of the counselors. 

(6) Each counselor providing education or treatment shall, at the commencement of the 
education or treatment, notify the court that the defendant has been enrolled in a chemical 
dependency education course or treatment program. If the defendant fails to attend the course 
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or treatment program, the counselor shall notify the court of the failure. 

(7) A court or counselor may not require attendance at a self-help program other than at 
an open meeting, as that term is defined by the self-help program. A defendant may voluntarily 
participate in self-help programs. 

(8) (a) Chemical dependency treatment must be ordered for a first-time or second-time 
offender convicted of a violation of driving under the influence, including [section 2], an offense 
that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar 
offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, upon a finding of 
moderate or severe alcohol or drug use disorder made by a licensed addiction counselor 
pursuant to diagnosis and patient placement rules adopted by the department of public health 
and human services. 

(b) If treatment is ordered under subsection (8)(a) for a first-time offender, the offender 
may not also be required to attend a chemical dependency education course. 

(9) (a) On a third conviction, the treatment program provided for in subsection (5) must 
be one of the following: 

(i) DUI or drug treatment court; 

(ii) inpatient treatment, if the assessment completed supports it; 

(iii) a chemical dependency treatment program operated through the department of 
corrections; or 

(iv) outpatient treatment with appropriate clinical monitoring for a period specified in a 
defendant's individualized treatment plan. 

(b) In the event that a defendant's chemical dependency assessment does not support 
any of the above, a defendant may petition the court for an alternative sentence. 

(c) If the defendant is sentenced to a program operated through the department of 
corrections, the department shall confirm that space is available so that the court may order 
that the offender be placed into the chemical dependency treatment program. 

(d) If a defendant fails to comply with the monitoring program imposed under 
subsection(9)(a)(iv), the court shall revoke the suspended sentence, if any, shall impose any 
remaining portion of the suspended sentence, and may include additional monthly monitoring 
for up to an additional 1 year. 

(10) Notwithstanding 46-18-201(2), whenever a judge suspends a sentence imposed 
under [section 3] and orders the person to complete chemical dependency treatment under this 
section, the judge retains jurisdiction to impose any suspended sentence for up to 1 year."

24/7 sobriety and drug monitoring program. (1) For a person convicted of a first offense of 
driving under the influence, including [section 2] or a similar offense under previous laws of this 
state or the laws of another state, the court may require the person to participate in a 
court-approved alcohol or drug detection testing program and to pay the fees associated with 
the testing program. 

(2) On a second or subsequent conviction for a violation of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2], an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the 
influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under the laws of another state, or a second or 
subsequent conviction under 61-5-212 when the reason for the suspension or revocation was 
that the person was convicted of a violation of driving under the influence, including [section 2], 
an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], ora 
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similar offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, or the suspension 
was under [section 8] or a similar law of another state for refusal to take a test for alcohol or 
drugs requested by a peace officer who believed that the person might be driving under the 
influence, the court shall: 

(a) require the person to participate in the 24/7 sobriety and drug monitoring program 
provided for in 44-4-1203 and to pay the fees associated with the program; 

(b) restrict the person to driving only a motor vehicle equipped with a functioning ignition 
interlock device during the probationary period and require the person to pay the reasonable 
cost of leasing, installing, and maintaining the device; or 

(c) require the person to participate in a court-approved alcohol or drug detection testing 
program and to pay the fees associated with the testing program." 

Driving under influence -- conviction defined -- place 
of imprisonment -- home arrest -- exceptions -- deferral of sentence not allowed. (1) (a) 
For the purpose of determining the number of convictions for prior offenses referred to in 
[sections 1 through 4], "conviction", as defined in 45-2-101, means: 

(i) a final conviction in this state, or on a federally recognized Indian reservation, within 
a municipality for a municipal ordinance enacted under the authority granted in [section 2(5)]; 

(ii) a forfeiture, which has not been vacated, of bail or collateral deposited to secure the 
defendant's appearance in court in this state, in another state, or on a federally recognized 
Indian reservation; or 

(iii) a conviction for a violation of driving under the influence, including [section 2(1)(a), 
(1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under 
the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of 
another state.

(c) For the purpose of determining the number of subsequent convictions for a violation 
of driving under the influence, including [sections 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an 
offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a 
similar offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, the following must 
be counted: 

(i) a previous conviction under [section 3] for violation of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state; 

(ii) a previous conviction for a violation of 45-5-104 for which the offense under 45-5-104 
occurred while the person was operating a vehicle in violation of driving under the influence, 
including [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], an offense that meets the definition of 
aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], or a similar offense under previous laws of 
this state or the laws of another state; and 
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(iii) a previous conviction for a violation of 45-5-106, 45-5-205, or 45-5-628(1)(e). 

(2) Except as provided in [section 4], the court may order that a term of imprisonment 
imposed under [section 3 or 4] be served in another facility made available by the county and 
approved by the sentencing court. The defendant, if financially able, shall bear the expense of 
the imprisonment in the facility. The court may impose restrictions on the defendant's ability to 
leave the premises of the facility and may require that the defendant follow the rules of the 
facility. The facility may be, but is not required to be, a community-based prerelease center as 
provided for in 53-1-203. The prerelease center may accept or reject a defendant referred by 
the sentencing court. 

(3) Subject to the limitations set forth in [section 3] concerning minimum periods of 
imprisonment, the court may order that a term of imprisonment imposed under [section 3] be 
served by imprisonment under home arrest, as provided in Title 46, chapter 18, part 10. 

(4) A court may not defer imposition of sentence under [section 3 or 4]. 

(5) The provisions of 61-2-107, 61-5-205(2), and 61-5-208(2), relating to suspension of 
driver's licenses and later reinstatement of driving privileges, apply to any conviction under 
[section 3] for a violation of [section 2]." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 8. Implied consent -- blood or breath tests for alcohol, 
drugs, or both -- refusal to submit to test. (1) A person who operates or is in actual physical 
control of a vehicle or commercial motor vehicle upon the ways of this state open to the public 
is considered to have given consent to a test or tests of the person's blood, breath, or other 
bodily substance for the purpose of determining any measured amount or detected presence of 
alcohol or drugs in the person's body. 

(2) (a) The test or tests must be administered at the direction of a peace officer when: 

(i) the peace officer has particularized suspicion to believe that the person has been 
driving or has been in actual physical control of a vehicle or commercial motor vehicle upon the 
ways of this state open to the public while under the influence of alcohol, drugs, or a 
combination of the two and the person has been detained for a violation of driving under the 
influence as provided in [section 2] or an offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving 
under the influence in [section 1]; 

(ii) the person is under the age of 21 and the peace officer has particularized suspicion 
to believe that the person has been driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle in violation 
of [section 2(1)(f)]; or 

(iii) the officer has probable cause to believe that the person was driving or in actual 
physical control of a vehicle or commercial motor vehicle: 

(A) in violation of driving under the influence as provided in [section 2], and the person 
has been placed under arrest; 

(B) in violation of driving under the influence as provided in [section 2], and the person 
has been involved in a motor vehicle crash or collision resulting in property damage; 

(C) and the person has been involved in a motor vehicle crash or collision resulting in 
serious bodily injury, as defined in 45-2-101, or death; or 

(D) in violation of driving under the influence as provided in [section 2] and meets the 
definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1]. 

(b) A peace officer may designate which test or tests are administered. 

(3) A person who is unconscious or who is otherwise in a condition rendering the person 
incapable of refusal has not withdrawn consent. 
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(4) If a person refuses to submit to one or more tests requested by the peace officer: 

(a) the officer may apply for a search warrant to be issued pursuant to 46-5-224 to 
collect a sample of the person's blood for testing if any of the following apply: 

(i) the person is under the order of a court or the department to equip any motor vehicle 
the person operates with an approved interlock ignition device; 

(ii) the person has a passenger under the age of 16 in the vehicle; 

(iii) the person has been involved in a motor vehicle crash or collision resulting in 
property damage, serious bodily injury as defined in 45-2-101, or death; 

(iv) the person's driver's license or privilege to drive is suspended, canceled, or revoked 
under the provisions of an implied consent statute or as a result of a prior violation of driving 
under the influence, including a violation of [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d) or (1)(e)], an 
offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the influence, or a similar offense 
under the previous laws of this state or the laws of another state; or 

(v) the person has refused to provide a breath, blood, or other bodily substance under 
this section in a prior investigation in this state or under a substantially similar statute in another 
jurisdiction or the arrested person has a prior conviction or pending offense for a violation of 45- 
5-104, 45-5-106, 45-5-205, [section 2(1)(a), (1)(b), (1)(c), (1)(d), or (1)(e)], or a similar statute in 
another jurisdiction; and 

(b) the officer shall immediately seize the person's driver license and immediately 
forward the license to the department, along with a report certified under penalty of law stating 
the basis for the testing request and confirming that the person refused to submit to one or 
more tests requested by the peace officer. 

(5) Upon seizure of a driver's license, the peace officer shall issue, on behalf of the 
department, a temporary driving permit, which is effective 24 hours after issuance and is valid 
for 5 days following the date of issuance, and shall provide the driver with written notice of the 
license suspension and the right to a hearing as provided in [section 9]. 

(6) A nonresident driver's license seized under this section must be sent by the 
department to the licensing authority of the nonresident's home state with a report of the 
nonresident's refusal to submit to one or more tests requested by the peace officer. 

(7) This section does not apply to tests, samples, and analyses of blood, breath, or other 
bodily substances used for purposes of medical treatment or care of an injured motorist, related 
to a lawful seizure for a suspected violation of an offense not in this part, or performed pursuant 
to a search warrant. 

(8) This section does not prohibit the release of information obtained from tests, 
samples, and analyses of blood or breath for law enforcement purposes as provided in 
46-4-301 and [section 11(6)]." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 9. Right of appeal to court. (1) Within 30 days after notice 
of the right to a hearing has been given by a peace officer, a person may file a petition to 
challenge the license suspension or revocation in the district court in the county where the 
arrest was made. 

(2) The court has jurisdiction and shall set the matter for hearing. The court shall give at 
least 10 days' written notice of the hearing to the county attorney of the county where the arrest 
was made and to the city attorney if the incident leading to the suspension or revocation 
resulted in a charge filed in a city or municipal court. The county attorney or city attorney may 
represent the state. If the county attorney and the city attorney cannot agree on who will 
represent the state, the county attorney shall represent the state.

(c) the officer had probable cause to believe that the person was driving or in actual 
physical control of a vehicle in violation of [section 2] and the person was involved in a motor 
vehicle accident or collision resulting in property damage, bodily injury, or death; and 

(d) the person refused to submit to one or more tests designated by the officer. 

(5) For a noncommercial driver whose refusal took place in a noncommercial vehicle, 
the court shall order the department to either: 

(a) remove the refusal from the driving record because of the issues in subsection (4) 
and no other; 

(b) keep the refusal on the driving record and order the department to suspend the 
driver's license or privilege to drive for the duration of the suspension period under [section 8]; 
or 

(c) keep the refusal on the driving record and order the department to take no further 
suspension action against the driver. 

(6) (a) For a commercial driver or for a driver operating a commercial motor vehicle, the 
court shall order the department to either: 

(i) remove the refusal from the driving record because of the issues in subsection (4) 
and no other; or 

(ii) Keep the refusal on the driving record and order the department to suspend the 
driver's license or privilege to drive for the duration of the original suspension under [section 8] 
or 61-8-802. 

(b) For a commercial driver or a driver who was operating a commercial vehicle, the 
court may not order the department to: 

(i) leave the refusal on the driving record and not take the suspension under [section 8] 
or 61-8-802; or 

(ii) permanently stay the suspension taken under [section 8] or 61-8-802. 

(7) If the court does not issue a ruling on the appeal within 1 year of filing, the 
department shall deem the court to have denied the petition and shall suspend the driver for the 
duration of the original suspension under [section 8] or 61-8-802. 

(8) This section does not grant a right of appeal to a state court if a driver's license is 
initially seized, suspended, or revoked pursuant to a tribal law or regulation that requires alcohol 
or drug testing of motor vehicle operators. " 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 10. Evidence admissible -- conditions of admissibility. 
(1) Upon the trial of a criminal action or other proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have 
been committed by a person in violation of driving under the influence, including [section 2], an 
offense that meets the definition of aggravated driving under the influence in [section 1], a 
similar offense under previous laws of this state or the laws of another state, or 61-8-805: 
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(a) evidence of any measured amount or detected presence of alcohol, drugs, or a 
combination of alcohol and drugs in the person at the time of a test, as shown by an analysis of 
the person's blood, breath, or other bodily substance, is admissible. A positive test result does 
not, in itself, prove that the person was under the influence of a drug or drugs at the time the 
person was in control of a vehicle. A person may not be convicted of a violation of [section 2] 
based on the presence of a drug or drugs in the person unless some other competent evidence 
exists that tends to establish that the person was under the influence of a drug or drugs while 
driving or in actual physical control of a motor vehicle within this state.

(2) If the person under arrest refused to submit to one or more tests under [section 8], 
whether or not a sample was subsequently collected for any purpose, proof of refusal is 
admissible in any criminal action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been 
committed while the person was driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle upon the ways 
of this state open to the public while under the influence of alcohol, drugs, or a combination of 
alcohol and drugs. The trier of fact may infer from the refusal that the person was under the 
influence. The inference is rebuttable. 

(3) The provisions of this part do not limit the introduction of any other competent 
evidence bearing on the question of whether the person was under the influence of alcohol, 
drugs, or a combination of alcohol and drugs. " 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 11. Administration of tests. (1) Only a licensed physician, 
a registered nurse, a phlebotomist trained in a licensed hospital or educational institution, other 
medical personnel trained in a licensed hospital or educational institution to withdraw blood, ora 
law enforcement phlebotomist trained in a licensed hospital or educational institution that 
follows clinical and laboratory standards institute protocol regarding venipuncture standards 
may, at the order or request of a peace officer, withdraw blood for the purpose of determining 
any measured amount or detected presence of alcohol, drugs, or any combination of alcohol 
and drugs in the person. This limitation does not apply to the sampling of breath or other bodily 
substances. Blood draws by a law enforcement phlebotomist must be conducted in an 
environment that meets clinical and laboratory standards institute venipuncture standards and is 
approved by the department.

(2) In addition to any test administered at the direction of a peace officer, a person may 
request that an independent blood sample be drawn by a physician or registered nurse for the 
purpose of determining any measured amount or detected presence of alcohol, drugs, or any 
combination of alcohol and drugs in the person. The peace officer may not unreasonably 
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impede the person's right to obtain an independent blood test. The officer may, but has no duty 
to, transport the person to a medical facility or otherwise assist the person in obtaining the test. 
The cost of an independent blood test is the sole responsibility of the person requesting the 
test. The failure or inability to obtain an independent test by a person does not preclude the 
admissibility in evidence of any test given at the direction of a peace officer. 

(3) Upon the request of the person tested, full information concerning any test given at 
the direction of the peace officer must be made available to the person or the person's attorney. 

(4) A licensed physician, registered nurse, phlebotomist trained in a licensed hospital or 
educational institution, or other medical personnel trained in a licensed hospital or educational 
institution does not incur any civil or criminal liability as a result of the proper administering of a 
blood test when requested in writing by a peace officer to administer the test.

(6) If a peace officer has probable cause to believe that a person has violated [section

61-8-805 and a sample of blood, breath, or other bodily substance is taken from that person for 
any reason, a portion of that sample sufficient for analysis must be provided to a peace officer if 
requested for law enforcement purposes and upon issuance of a subpoena as provided in 
46-4-301." 

Ignition interlock device -- assisting in starting and 
operating -- circumventing -- penalty. (1) It is unlawful for a person who is subject to a 
restriction under [section 14] to operate a vehicle that is not equipped with an ignition interlock 
device. 

(2) A person may not knowingly assist a person who is restricted to the use of an 
ignition interlock device to start and operate the restricted person's vehicle. 

(3) A person may not knowingly circumvent the operation of an ignition interlock device.

(3) An ignition interlock device that is approved by the department must also:

(c) work accurately and reliably in an unsupervised environment and under extreme 
weather conditions; 
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(d) require a deep lung breath sample or use an equally accurate measure of blood 
alcohol concentration equivalence;

(g) minimize inconvenience of a sober user; 

(h) operate reliably over the range of automobile environments and in connection with 
various manufacturing standards; and 

(i) be manufactured by a person who is adequately insured for product liability. 

(4) An ignition interlock device provider shall include in any lease agreement for an 
ignition interlock device a warning that a person who knowingly tampers with, circumvents, or 
otherwise misuses the device is subject to criminal prosecution." 

Insert: NEW SECTION. Section 14. Driving under influence -- probationary driver's 
license. (1) A probationary noncommercial driver's license may be issued to a person convicted 
of a first offense for misdemeanor driving under the influence unless the report of conviction 
includes a statement that the court does not recommend a probationary license. 

(2) If recommending a probationary license for a person convicted of a second or 
subsequent offense for misdemeanor driving under the influence, the court shall for the 
duration of the suspension under 61-5-208:

(1) Except as provided in subsection (2), a person 
commits the offense of unlawful possession of an open alcoholic beverage container in or ona 
motor vehicle if the person Knowingly possesses an open alcoholic beverage container within 
the passenger area of a motor vehicle on a highway. 

(2) This section does not apply to an open alcoholic beverage container: 

(a) in a locked glove compartment or storage compartment;

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beverage container in a motor vehicle shall be fined an amount not to exceed $100. 

(b) A violation of this section is not a criminal offense within the meaning of 3-1-317, 
3-1-318, 45-2-101, 46-18-236, 61-8-104, and 61-8-711 and may not be recorded or charged 
against a driver's record, and an insurance company may not hold a violation of this section 
against the insured or increase premiums because of the violation. The surcharges provided for 
in 3-1-317, 3-1-318, and 46-18-236 may not be imposed for a violation of this section." 

Suspension of imprisonment sentence for DUI court 
participation. (1) If a person participates in a DUI court, the court may, at the court's discretion, 
suspend all or a portion of an imprisonment sentence under [section 3], except for the 
mandatory minimum imprisonment term. 

(2) If a person participating in a DUI court fails to comply with the conditions imposed by 
the DUI court, the court shall revoke the suspended imprisonment sentence and any sentence

Mandatory suspension of license following certain 
implied consent action. (1) The department shall suspend an individual's driver license if the 
department receives a report for an implied consent violation from law enforcement or another 
reporting jurisdiction that, pursuant to [Section 8], an individual has refused a test or tests of the 
person's blood, breath, or other bodily substance for determining any measured amount or 
detected presence of alcohol or drugs in the person's body.

(2) Evidence of any measured amount or detected presence of alcohol in a person at

Insert: Section 19. Section 44-4-1202, MCA, is amended to read: 

"44-4-1202. Purpose -- definitions. (1) The legislature declares that driving in 
Montana upon a way of this state open to the public is a privilege, not a right. A driver who 
wishes to enjoy the benefits of this privilege shall accept the corresponding responsibilities. 

(2) The legislature further declares that the purpose of this part is: 

(a) to protect the public health and welfare by reducing the number of people on 
Montana's highways who drive under the influence of alcohol or dangerous drugs; 

(b) to protect the public health and welfare by reducing the number of repeat offenders 
for crimes in which the abuse of alcohol or dangerous drugs was a contributing factor in the 
commission of the crime; 

(c) to strengthen the pretrial and posttrial options available to prosecutors and judges in 
responding to repeat DUI offenders or other repeat offenders who commit crimes in which the 
abuse of alcohol or dangerous drugs was a contributing factor in the commission of the crime; 
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and 

(d) to ensure timely and sober participation in judicial proceedings. 

(3) As used in this part, the following definitions apply: 

(a) "Core components" means those elements of a sobriety program that analysis 
demonstrates are most likely to account for positive program outcomes. 

(b) "Dangerous drug" has the meaning provided in 50-32-101. 

(c) "Department" means the department of justice provided for in 2-15-2001. 

(d) "Immediate sanction" means a sanction that is applied within minutes of a 
noncompliant test event. 

(e) "Law enforcement agency" means the county sheriff's office or another law 
enforcement agency designated by the county sheriff's office that is charged with enforcing the 
sobriety program. 

(f) "Sobriety program" or "program" means the 24/7 sobriety and drug monitoring 
program established in 44-4-1203, which authorizes a court or an agency as defined in 
2-15-102, as a condition of bond, sentence, probation, parole, or work permit, to: 

(i) require an individual who has been charged with or convicted of a crime in which the 
abuse of alcohol or dangerous drugs was a contributing factor in the commission of the crime, 
including but not limited to a second or subsequent offense of driving under the influence of 
alcohol or dangerous drugs, to abstain from alcohol or dangerous drugs for a period of time;

(ii) require the individual to be subject to testing to determine the presence of alcohol or

(g) "Testing" means a procedure for determining the presence and level of alcohol or a 
dangerous drug in an individual's breath or body fluid, including blood, urine, saliva, or 
perspiration, and includes any combination of the use of in-person or remote breath testing, 
drug patch testing, urinalysis testing, saliva testing, or continuous remote sensing—er 
transdermal alcohol monitoring.

(3) The sobriety program must be supported by evidence of effectiveness and satisfy at 
least two of the following categories: 

(a) the program is included in the federal registry of evidence-based programs and 
practices; 

(b) the program has been reported in a peer-reviewed journal as having positive effects

(c) the program has been documented as effective by informed experts and other 
sources. 

(4) If a law enforcement agency chooses to participate in the sobriety program, the 
department shall assist in the creation and administration of the program in the manner 
provided in this part.

(5) (a) If a law enforcement agency participates in the program, the law enforcement 
agency may designate an entity to provide the testing services or to take any other action 
required or authorized to be provided by the law enforcement agency pursuant to this part, 
except that the law enforcement agency's designee may not determine whether to participate in 
the sobriety program.

(Effective July 1, 2021) Imposition of charge upon conviction or 
forfeiture -- administration. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2), there must be imposed 
by all courts of original jurisdiction on a person upon conviction for any conduct made criminal 
by state statute or upon forfeiture of bond or bail a charge that is in addition to other taxable 
court costs, fees, or fines, as follows: 

(a) $15 for each misdemeanor charge; 

(b) the greater of $20 or 10% of the fine levied for each felony charge; and 

(c) an additional $50 for each misdemeanor and felony charge under Title 45-64-8-404, 
64-8-406-er64-8-44+1 or [section 2]. 

(2) If a convicting court determines under 46-18-231 and 46-18-232 that the person is 
not able to pay the fine and costs or that the person is unable to pay within a reasonable time, 
the court shall waive payment of the charge imposed by this section. 

(3) The charges imposed by this section are not fines and must be imposed in addition 
to any fine and may not be used in determining the jurisdiction of any court. 

(4) When the payment of a fine is to be made in installments over a period of time, the 
charges imposed by this section must be collected from the first payment made and each 
subsequent payment as necessary if the first payment is not sufficient to cover the charges. 

(5) The charges collected under subsection (1), except those collected under 
subsections (1)(a) and (1)(b) by a justice's court, must be deposited with the appropriate local 
government finance officer or treasurer. If a city municipal court or city or town court is the court 
of original jurisdiction, the charges collected under subsection (1) must be deposited with the 
city or town finance officer or treasurer. If a district court or justice's court is the court of original 
jurisdiction, the charges collected under subsection (1) must be deposited with the county 
finance officer or treasurer. If the court of original jurisdiction is a court within a consolidated 
city-county government within the meaning of Title 7, chapter 3, the charges collected under 
subsection (1) must be deposited with the finance officer or treasurer of the consolidated 
government. 

(6) (a) A city or town finance officer or treasurer may retain the charges collected under 
subsections (1)(a) and (1)(b) by a city municipal court or a city or town court and may use that 
money for the payment of salaries of the city or town attorney and deputies. 

(b) Each county finance officer or treasurer may retain the charges collected under 
subsections (1)(a) and (1)(b) by district courts for crimes committed or alleged to have been 
committed within that county. The county finance officer or treasurer shall use the money for

(vii) if a court has imposed restrictions on the cardholder's use pursuant to 46-18-202; 

(viii) at a public park, public beach, public recreation center, or youth center;

(x) in plain view of or in a place open to the general public; or 

(xi) where exposure to the marijuana smoke significantly adversely affects the health, 
safety, or welfare of children. 

(2) Aregistered cardholder, provider, or marijuana-infused products provider may not 
cultivate marijuana or manufacture marijuana concentrates or marijuana-infused products for 
use by a registered cardholder in a manner that is visible from the street or other public area. 

(3) A hospice or residential care facility licensed under Title 50, chapter 5, may adopt a 
policy that allows use of marijuana by a registered cardholder. 

(4) Nothing in this part may be construed to require: 

(a) a government medical assistance program, a group benefit plan that is covered by 
the provisions of Title 2, chapter 18, an insurer covered by the provisions of Title 33, or an 
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insurer as defined in 39-71-116 to reimburse an individual for costs associated with the use of 
marijuana by a registered cardholder; 

(b) an employer to accommodate the use of marijuana by a registered cardholder; 

(c) aschool or postsecondary school to allow a registered cardholder to participate in

(d) a landlord to allow a tenant who is a registered cardholder, provider, 
marijuana-infused products provider, dispensary, or testing laboratory to cultivate, manufacture, 
dispense, sell, or test marijuana, marijuana concentrates, or marijuana-infused products or to 
allow a registered cardholder to use marijuana.

(4) "Dependent" means a natural person who is recognized under the law of this state 
to be wholly or partially dependent upon the victim for care or support and includes a child of 
the victim conceived before the victim's death but born after the victim's death, including a child 
that is conceived as a result of the criminally injurious conduct. 

(5) "Office" means the office of victims services established in 2-15-2016. 

6) "Victim" means: 

a) aperson who suffers bodily injury or death as a result of: 

i) criminally injurious conduct; 

ii) the person's good faith effort to prevent criminally injurious conduct; or 
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(iii) the person's good faith effort to apprehend a person reasonably suspected of 
engaging in criminally injurious conduct; or 

(b) a minor child present in a home where domestic violence occurred."

(4) (a) "Business entity" means a corporation, association, partnership, limited liability 
partnership, limited liability company, or other legal entity recognized under state law.

(5) (a) "Camper" means a structure designed to be mounted in the cargo area of a 
truck or attached to an incomplete vehicle for the purpose of providing shelter for persons. The 
term includes but is not limited to a cab-over, half cab-over, noncab-over, telescopic, and 
telescopic cab-over. 

(b) The term does not include a truck canopy cover or topper. 

(6) "CDLIS driver record" means the electronic record of a person's commercial driver's

(7) "Certificate of title" means the paper record issued by the department or by the 
appropriate agency of another jurisdiction that establishes a verifiable record of ownership 
between an identified person or persons and the motor vehicle specifically described in the 
record and that provides notice of a perfected security interest in the motor vehicle.

(a) a driver's license issued under or granted by the laws of this state that authorizes a

(9) (a) "Commercial motor vehicle" means a motor vehicle or combination of motor 
vehicles used in commerce to transport passengers or property if the vehicle:

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pounds or more, whichever is greater, inclusive of a towed unit with a gross vehicle weight 
rating of more than 10,000 pounds;

(B) operated when responding to or returning from an emergency call or operated in 
another official capacity; 

(ii) a vehicle: 

(A) controlled and operated by a farmer, family member of the farmer, or person 
employed by the farmer; 

(B) used to transport farm products, farm machinery, or farm supplies to or from the 
farm within Montana within 150 miles of the farm or, if there is a reciprocity agreement with a 
state adjoining Montana, within 150 miles of the farm, including any area within that perimeter 
that is in the adjoining state; and 

(C) not used to transport goods for compensation or for hire; or 

(iii) a vehicle operated for military purposes by active duty military personnel, a member 
of the military reserves, a member of the national guard on active duty, including personnel on 
full-time national guard duty, personnel in part-time national guard training, and national guard 
military technicians, or active duty United States coast guard personnel. 

(c) For purposes of this subsection (9): 

(i) "farmer" means a person who operates a farm or who is directly involved in the 
cultivation of land or crops or the raising of livestock owned by or under the direct control of that 
person; 

(ii) "gross combination weight rating" means the value specified by the manufacturer as 
the loaded weight of a combination or articulated vehicle; 

(iii) "gross vehicle weight rating" means the value specified by the manufacturer as the 
loaded weight of a single vehicle; and 

(iv) "school bus" has the meaning provided in 49 CFR 383.5. 

(10) "Commission" means the state transportation commission. 

(11) "Custom-built motorcycle" means a motorcycle that is equipped with: 

(a) an engine that was manufactured 20 years prior to the current calendar year and 
that has been altered from the manufacturer's original design; or 

(b) an engine that was manufactured to resemble an engine 20 or more years old and 
that has been constructed in whole or in part from nonoriginal materials. 

(12) "Custom vehicle" means a motor vehicle other than a motorcycle that: 

(a) (i) was manufactured with a model year after 1948 and that is at least 25 years old; 
or 

(ii) was built to resemble a vehicle manufactured after 1948 and at least 25 years before 
the current calendar year, including a kit vehicle intended to resemble a vehicle manufactured 
after 1948 and that is at least 25 years old; and 
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(b) has been altered from the manufacturer's original design or has a body constructed 
from nonoriginal materials. 

(13) "Customer identification number" means: 

(a) a driver's license or identification card number when the customer is an individual 
who has been issued a driver's license or identification card by a state driver licensing authority; 

(b) a federal employer or tax identification number when the customer is a business 
entity that has been issued a federal employer or tax identification number; 

(c) the identification number assigned by the secretary of state to a business entity 
authorized to do business in this state under Title 35 if the customer is a business entity that 
does not have a federal employer or tax identification number other than a social security 
number; or 

(d) if the customer has not been issued one of the numbers described in subsections 
(13)(a) through (13)(c), a number assigned to the customer by the department when a 
transaction is initiated under this title. 

(14) (a) "Dealer" means a person that, for commission or profit, engages in whole or in 
part in the business of buying, selling, exchanging, or accepting on consignment new or used 
motor vehicles, trailers, semitrailers, pole trailers, travel trailers, motorboats, sailboats, 
snowmobiles, off-highway vehicles, or special mobile equipment that is not registered in the 
name of the person. 

(b) The term does not include the following: 

(i) receivers, trustees, administrators, executors, guardians, or other persons appointed 
by or acting under a judgment or order of any court of competent jurisdiction; 

(ii) employees of the persons included in subsection (14)(b)(i) when engaged in the

(15) "Declared weight" means the total unladen weight of a vehicle plus the weight of 
the maximum load to be carried on the vehicle as stated by the registrant in the application for 
registration. 

(16) "Department" means the department of justice acting directly or through its duly 
authorized officers or agents. 

(17) "Dolly or converter gear" means a device consisting of one or two axles with a fifth 
wheel and trailer tongue used to support the forward end of a semitrailer, converting a 
semitrailer into a trailer. 

(18) "Domiciled" means a place where: 

(a) an individual establishes residence; 

(b) a business entity maintains its principal place of business; 

(c) the business entity's registered agent maintains an address; or 

(d) a business entity most frequently uses, dispatches, or controls a motor vehicle, 
trailer, semitrailer, or pole trailer that it owns or leases. 

(19) "Downgrade" means the removal of a person's privilege to operate a commercial 
motor vehicle, as maintained by the department on the individual Montana driving record and 
the CDLIS driver record for that person. 

(20) "Driver" means a person who drives or is in actual physical control of a vehicle. 

(21) "Driver's license" means a license or permit to operate a motor vehicle issued under 
or granted by the laws of this state, including: 

(a) any temporary license or learner license; 
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(b) the privilege of any person to drive a motor vehicle, whether or not the person holds 
a valid license; 

(c) any nonresident's driving privilege; 

(d) a motorcycle endorsement; or 

(e) a commercial driver's license. 

(22) "Electric personal assistive mobility device" means a device that has two 
nontandem wheels, is self-balancing, and is designed to transport only one person with an 
electric propulsion system that limits the maximum speed of the device to 12 1/2 miles an hour. 

(23) "For hire" means an action performed for remuneration of any kind, whether paid or 
promised, either directly or indirectly, or received or obtained through leasing, brokering, or 
buy-and-sell arrangements from which a remuneration is obtained or derived for transportation 
service. 

(24) (a) "Golf cart" means a motor vehicle that is designed for use on a golf course to 
carry a person or persons and golf equipment and that has an average speed of less than 15 
miles per hour. 

(b) Except as provided in 61-3-201, a golf cart is exempt from titling, registration, and 
mandatory liability insurance requirements under this title. 

(25) "Gross vehicle weight" means the weight of a vehicle without load plus the weight of 
any load on the vehicle. 

(26) "Hazardous material" means: 

(a) any material that has been designated as hazardous under 49 U.S.C. 5103 and is 
required to be placarded under 49 CFR, part 172; or 

(b) any quantity of a material listed as a select agent or toxin in 42 CFR, part 73. 

(27) "Highway" or "public highway" means the entire width between the boundary lines 
of every publicly maintained way when any part of the publicly maintained way is open to the 
use of the public for purposes of vehicular travel. 

(28) "Highway patrol officer" means a state officer authorized to direct or regulate traffic 
or to make arrests for violations of traffic regulations. 

(29) "Implement of husbandry" means a vehicle that is designed for agricultural 
purposes and exclusively used by the owner of the vehicle in the conduct of the owner's 
agricultural operations. 

(30) "Kit vehicle" is a motor vehicle assembled from a manufactured kit either as: 

(a) acomplete kit, consisting of a prefabricated body and chassis, to construct a new 
motor vehicle; or 

(b) a kit with a prefabricated body to be mounted to an existing motor vehicle chassis 
and drivetrain, commonly referred to as a donor vehicle. 

(31) "Light vehicle" means a motor vehicle commonly referred to as an automobile, van, 
sport utility vehicle, or truck having a manufacturer's rated capacity of 1 ton or less. 

(32) "Low-speed electric vehicle" means a motor vehicle, on or by which a person may 
be transported, that: 

(a) has four wheels; 

(b) has a maximum speed of at least 20 miles an hour and no greater than 40 miles an 
hour as certified by the manufacturer; 

(c) is propelled by its own power, using an electric motor or other device that transforms 
stored electrical energy into the motion of the vehicle; 

(d) stores electricity in batteries, ultracapacitors, or similar devices, which are charged 
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from the power grid or from renewable electrical energy sources; 

(e) has a wheelbase of 40 inches or greater and a wheel diameter of 10 inches or 
greater; 

(f) exhibits a manufacturer's compliance with 49 CFR, part 565, or displays a 
17-character vehicle identification number as provided in 49 CFR, part 565; and

(33) "Low-speed restricted driver's license" means a license limited to the operation of a 
low-speed electric vehicle or a golf cart issued under or granted by the laws of this state, 
including: 

(a) a temporary license or learner license; 

(b) the privilege of a person to drive a low-speed electric vehicle or golf cart under the 
authority of 61-5-122, whether or not the person holds a valid driver's license; and 

(c) anonresident's similarly restricted driving privilege. 

(34) "Manufactured home" has the meaning provided in 15-24-201. 

(35) "Manufacturer" includes any person engaged in the manufacture of motor vehicles, 
trailers, semitrailers, pole trailers, travel trailers, motorboats, sailboats, snowmobiles, or 
off-highway vehicles as a regular business. 

(36) "Manufacturer's certificate of origin" means the original paper record produced and 
issued by the manufacturer of a vehicle or, if in a medium authorized by the department, an 
electronic record created and transmitted by the manufacturer of a vehicle to the 
manufacturer's agent or a licensed dealer. The record must establish the origin of the vehicle 
specifically described in the record and, upon assignment, transfers of ownership of the vehicle 
to the person or persons named in the certificate. 

(37) (a) "Medium-speed electric vehicle" is a motor vehicle, on or by which a person may 
be transported, that: 

(i) has a maximum speed of 45 miles an hour as certified by the manufacturer; 

(ii) is propelled by its own power, using an electric motor or other device that transforms 
stored electrical energy into the motion of the vehicle; 

(iii) stores electricity in batteries, ultracapacitors, or similar devices, which are charged 
from the power grid or from renewable electrical energy sources; 

(iv) is fully enclosed and includes at least one door for entry; 

(v) has a wheelbase of 40 inches or greater and a wheel diameter of 10 inches or 
greater; 

(vi) exhibits a manufacturer's compliance with 49 CFR, part 565, or displays a 
17-character vehicle identification number as provided in 49 CFR, part 565; 

(vii) bears a sticker, affixed by the manufacturer or dealer, on the left side of the rear 
window that indicates the vehicle's maximum speed rating; and 

(viii) as certified by the manufacturer, is equipped as provided in 61-9-432. 

(b) A medium-speed electric vehicle must be treated as a light vehicle for purposes of 
titling and registration under Title 61, chapter 3. 

(c) A medium-speed electric vehicle may not have a gross vehicle weight in excess of 
5,000 pounds. 

(38) "Mobile home" or "housetrailer" has the meaning provided in 15-24-201. 

(39) "Montana resident" means: 

(a) an individual who resides in Montana as determined under 1-1-215; or 

(b) for the purposes of chapter 3, a business entity that maintains a principal place of 
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business or a registered agent in this state. 

(40) (a) "Motorboat" means a vessel, including a personal watercraft or pontoon, 
propelled by any machinery, motor, or engine of any description, whether or not the machinery, 
motor, or engine is the principal source of propulsion. The term includes boats temporarily 
equipped with detachable motors or engines. 

(b) The term does not include a vessel that has a valid marine document issued by the 
U.S. coast guard or any successor federal agency. 

(41) (a) "Motor carrier" means a person or corporation or its lessees, trustees, or 
receivers appointed by a court that are operating motor vehicles on a public highway in this 
state for the transportation of property for hire on a commercial basis. 

(b) The term does not include motor carriers regulated under Title 69, chapter 12. 

(42) (a) "Motorcycle" means a motor vehicle that has a seat or saddle for the use of the 
operator and that is designated to travel on not more than three wheels in contact with the 
ground. A motorcycle may carry one or more attachments and a seat for the conveyance of a 
passenger. 

(b) A motorcycle designed for use on highways is a motor vehicle unless otherwise 
prescribed. 

(c) A motorcycle designed for off-road recreational use is an off-highway vehicle unless 
it has been modified to meet the equipment standards specified in chapter 9 and has been 
registered for highway use. 

(d) The term does not include a tractor, a bicycle or a moped as defined in 61-8-102, a 
motorized nonstandard vehicle, or a two- or three-wheeled all-terrain vehicle that is used 
exclusively on private property. 

(43) (a) "Motor-driven cycle" means a motorcycle, including a motor scooter, with a 
motor that produces 5 horsepower or less. 

(b) The term does not include a bicycle or a moped, as defined in 61-8-102, or a 
motorized nonstandard vehicle. 

(44) "Motor home" means a motor vehicle: 

(a) designed to provide temporary living quarters, built as an integral part of or 
permanently attached to a self-propelled motor vehicle chassis or van; 

(b) containing permanently installed independent life support systems that meet the 
ANSIA/A119.2 standard; and 

(c) providing at least four of the following types of facilities: 

i) cooking, refrigeration, or icebox; 

ii) self-contained toilet; 

iii) heating or air conditioning, or both; 

iv) potable water supply, including a faucet and sink; or 

(v) separate 110-volt or 125-volt electrical power supply or a liquefied petroleum gas 
supply, or both. 

(45) (a) "Motorized nonstandard vehicle" means a vehicle, on or by which a person may 
be transported, that: 

(i) is propelled by its own power, using an internal combustion engine or an electric

motor; 

(ii) has a wheelbase of less than 40 inches and a wheel diameter of less than 10 inches; 
and 

(iii) does not display a manufacturer's certification in accordance with 49 CFR, part 567, 
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or have a 17-character vehicle identification number assigned by the manufacturer in 
accordance with 49 CFR, part 565. 

(b) The term includes but is not limited to a motorized skateboard and a vehicle 
commonly known as a "pocket rocket". 

(c) The term does not include a moped as defined in 61-8-102, an electric personal 
assistive mobility device, or a motorized wheelchair or other low-powered, mechanically 
propelled vehicle designed specifically for use by a physically disabled person. 

(46) (a) "Motor vehicle" means: 

(i) a vehicle propelled by its own power and designed or used to transport persons or 
property on the highways of the state; 

(ii) a quadricycle if it is equipped for use on the highways as prescribed in chapter 9; or 

(iii) a golf cart only if it is equipped for use on the highways as prescribed in chapter 9 
and is operated pursuant to 61-8-391 or by a person with a low-speed restricted driver's license. 

(b) The term does not include a bicycle or a moped as defined in 61-8-102, an electric 
personal assistive mobility device, a motorized nonstandard vehicle, or a motorized wheelchair 
or other low-powered, mechanically propelled vehicle that is designed specifically for use by a 
physically disabled person and that is used as a means of mobility for that person. 

(47) "New motor vehicle" means a motor vehicle, regardless of the mileage of the 
vehicle, the legal or equitable title to which has never been transferred by a manufacturer, 
distributor, or dealer to another person as the result of a retail sale. 

(48) "Nonresident" means a person who is not a Montana resident. 

(49) (a) "Not used for general transportation purposes" means the operation of a motor 
vehicle registered as a collector's item, a custom vehicle, a street rod, or a custom-built 
motorcycle to or from a car or motorcycle club activity or event or an exhibit, show, cruise night, 
or parade, or for other occasional transportation activity. 

(b) The term does not include operation of a motor vehicle for routine or ordinary 
household maintenance, employment, education, or other similar purposes. 

(50) (a) "Off-highway vehicle" means a self-propelled vehicle designed for recreation or 
cross-country travel on public lands, trails, easements, lakes, rivers, or streams. The term 
includes but is not limited to motorcycles, quadricycles, dune buggies, amphibious vehicles, air 
cushion vehicles, and any other means of land transportation deriving motive power from any 
source other than muscle or wind. 

(b) The term does not include: 

(i) vehicles designed primarily for travel on, over, or in the water; 

(ii) snowmobiles; or 

(iii) motor vehicles designed to transport persons or property on the highways unless the 
vehicle is used for off-road recreation on public lands. 

(51) "Operator" means a person who is in actual physical control of a motor vehicle. 

(52) "Owner" means a person who holds the legal title to a vehicle. If a vehicle is the 
subject of an agreement for the conditional sale of the vehicle with the right of purchase upon 
performance of the conditions stated in the agreement and with an immediate right of 
possession vested in the conditional vendee, or in the event a vehicle is subject to a lease, 
contract, or other legal arrangement vesting right of possession or control, for security or 
otherwise, or in the event a mortgagor of a vehicle is entitled to possession, then the owner is 
the person in whom is vested the right of possession or control. 

(53) "Person" means an individual, corporation, partnership, association, firm, or other 
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legal entity. 

(54) "Personal watercraft" means a vessel that uses an outboard motor or an inboard 
engine powering a water jet pump as its primary source of propulsion and that is designed to be 
operated by a person sitting, standing, or kneeling on the vessel rather than by the conventional 
method of sitting or standing in the vessel. 

(55) "Pole trailer" means a vehicle without power designed to be drawn by another 
vehicle and attached to the towing vehicle by means of a reach or pole or by being boomed or 
otherwise secured to the towing vehicle and ordinarily used for transporting long or irregularly 
shaped loads such as poles, pipes, or structural members capable generally of sustaining 
themselves as beams between the supporting connections. 

(56) "Police officer" means an officer authorized to direct or regulate traffic or to make 
arrests for violations of traffic regulations. 

(57) (a) "Quadricycle" means a four-wheeled motor vehicle, designed for on-road or 
off-road use, having a seat or saddle on which the operator sits. 

(b) The term does not include golf carts. 

(58) "Railroad" means a carrier of persons or property on cars, other than streetcars, 
operated on stationary rails. 

(59) (a) "Railroad train" or "train" means a steam engine or electric or other motor, with 
or without cars coupled to the engine, that is operated on rails. 

(b) The term does not include streetcars. 

(60) "Recreational vehicle" includes a motor home, travel trailer, or camper. 

(61) "Registration" or "register" means the act or process of creating an electronic 
record, maintained by the department, of the assignment of a license plate or a set of license 
plates to and the issuance of a registration decal for a specific vehicle, the ownership of which 
has been established or is presumed in department records. 

(62) "Registration decal" means an adhesive sticker produced by the department and 
issued by the department, its authorized agent, or a county treasurer to the owner of a motor 
vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, pole trailer, motorboat, sailboat, personal watercraft, or snowmobile 
as proof of payment of all fees imposed for the registration period indicated on the sticker as 
recorded by the department under 61-3-101. 

(63) "Registration receipt" means a paper record that is produced and issued or, if 
authorized by the department, an electronic record that is transmitted by the department, its 
authorized agent, or a county treasurer to the owner of a vehicle that identifies a vehicle, based 
on information maintained in the electronic record of title for the vehicle, and that provides 
evidence of the payment of all fees required to be paid for the registration of the vehicle for the 
registration period indicated in the receipt. 

(64) "Retail sale" means the sale of a motor vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, pole trailer, 
travel trailer, motorboat, snowmobile, off-highway vehicle, or special mobile equipment by a 
dealer to a person for purposes other than resale. 

(65) "Revocation" means the termination by action of the department of a person's 
driver's license, privilege to drive a motor vehicle on the public highways, and privilege to apply 
for and be issued a driver's license for a period of time designated by law, during which the 
license or privilege may not be renewed, restored, or exercised. An application for a new 
license may be presented and acted on by the department after the expiration of the period of 
the revocation. 

(66) "Roadway" means that portion of a highway improved, designed, or ordinarily used 
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for vehicular travel, exclusive of the berm or shoulder. In the event that a highway includes two 
or more separate roadways, the term refers to any roadway separately but not to all roadways 
collectively. 

(67) (a) "Sailboat" means a vessel that uses a sail and wind as its primary source of 
propulsion. 

(b) The term does not include a canoe or kayak propelled by wind. 

(68) "School zone" means an area near a school beginning at the school's front door, 
encompassing the campus and school property, and including the streets directly adjacent to 
the school property and for as many blocks surrounding the school as determined by the local 
authority establishing a special speed limit under 61-8-310(1)(d). 

(69) "Sell" means to transfer ownership from one person to another person or from a 
dealer to another person for consideration. 

(70) "Semitrailer" means a vehicle, with or without motive power, other than a pole 
trailer, designed for carrying property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and constructed 
so that some part of its weight and that of its load rests on or is carried by another vehicle. 

(71) "Snowmobile" means a self-propelled vehicle of an overall width of 48 inches or 
less, excluding accessories, that is designed primarily for travel on snow or ice, that may be 
steered by skis or runners, and that is not otherwise registered or licensed under the laws of the 
state of Montana. 

(72) "Special mobile equipment" means a vehicle not designed for the transportation of 
persons or property on the highways but incidentally operated or moved over the highways, 
including road construction or maintenance machinery, ditch-digging apparatus, and well-boring 
apparatus. The fact that equipment is permanently attached to a vehicle does not make the 
vehicle special mobile equipment. The enumeration in this subsection is partial and does not 
exclude other vehicles that are within the general terms of this subsection. 

(73) (a) "Specially constructed vehicle" means a motor vehicle, including a motorcycle, 
that: 

(i) was not originally constructed under a distinctive make, model, or type by a generally 
recognized manufacturer of motor vehicles; 

(ii) has been structurally modified so that it does not have the same appearance as 
similar vehicles from a generally recognized manufacturer of motor vehicles; 

(iii) has been constructed or assembled entirely from custom-built parts and materials 
not obtained from other vehicles; 

(iv) has been constructed or assembled by using major component parts from one or 
more manufactured vehicles and that cannot be identified as a specific make or model; or 

(v) has been constructed by the use of a kit that cannot be visually identified as a 
specific make or model. 

(b) The term does not include a motor vehicle that has been repaired or restored to its 
original design by replacing parts. 

(74) (a) "Sport utility vehicle" means a light vehicle designed to transport 10 or fewer 
persons that is constructed on a truck chassis or that has special features for occasional 
off-road use. 

(b) The term does not include trucks having a manufacturer's rated capacity of 1 ton or 
less. 

(75) (a) "Stop", when required, means complete cessation from movement. 

(b) "Stop", "stopping", or "standing", when prohibited, means any stopping or standing 
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of a vehicle, whether occupied or not, except when necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic 
or in compliance with the directions of a police officer, highway patrol officer, or traffic control 
sign or signal. 

(76) "Storage lot" means property owned, leased, or rented by a dealer that is not 
contiguous to the dealer's established place of business where a motor vehicle from the 
dealer's inventory may be placed when space at the dealer's established place of business is 
not available. 

(77) "Street" means the entire width between the boundary lines of every publicly 
maintained way when any part of the publicly maintained way is open to the use of the public for 
purposes of vehicular travel. 

(78) "Street rod" means a motor vehicle, other than a motorcycle, that: 

(a) was manufactured prior to 1949 or was built to resemble a vehicle manufactured 
before 1949, including a kit vehicle intended to resemble a vehicle manufactured before 1949; 
and 

(b) has been altered from the manufacturer's original design or has a body constructed 
from nonoriginal materials. 

(79) "Suspension" means the temporary withdrawal by action of the department of a 
person's driver's license, privilege to drive a motor vehicle on the public highways, and privilege 
to apply for or be issued a driver's license for a period of time designated by law. 

(80) "Temporary registration permit" means a paper record: 

(a) issued by the department, an authorized agent, a county treasurer, or a person, 
using a department-approved electronic interface after an electronic record has been 
transmitted to the department, that contains: 

(i) required vehicle and owner information; and 

(ii) the purpose for which the record was generated; and 

(b) that, when placed in a durable license-plate style plastic pouch approved by the 
department and displayed as prescribed in 61-3-224, authorizes a person to operate the 
described motor vehicle, motorboat, sailboat that is 12 feet in length or longer, snowmobile, or 
off-highway vehicle for: 

(i) 40 days from the date the record is issued or until the vehicle is registered under 
Title 23 or this title, whichever first occurs; or 

(ii) 90 days from the date the record is issued for a permit issued pursuant to 
61-3-303(3)(b). 

(81) "Traffic" means pedestrians, ridden or herded animals, vehicles, streetcars, and 
other conveyances either singly or together while using any highways for purposes of travel. 

(82) (a) "Trailer" means a vehicle, with or without motive power, other than a pole trailer, 
designed for carrying property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and constructed so that 
no part of its weight rests on the towing vehicle. 

(b) The term does not include a mobile home or a manufactured home, as defined in 
15-1-101. 

(83) "Transaction summary receipt" means an electronic record produced and issued by 
the department, its authorized agent, or a county treasurer for which a paper receipt is issued. 
The record may be created by the department and transmitted to the owner of a vehicle, a 
secured party, or a lienholder. The record must contain a unique transaction record number and 
summarize and verify the electronic filing of the transaction described in the receipt on the 
electronic record of title maintained under 61-3-101. 
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(84) "Travel trailer" means a vehicle: 
(a) that is 40 feet or less in length; 

(b) that is of a size or weight that does not require special permits when towed by a 
motor vehicle; 

(c) with gross trailer area of less than 320 square feet; and 

(d) that is designed to provide temporary facilities for recreational, travel, or camping 
use and not used as a principal residence. 

(85) "Truck" or "motortruck" means a motor vehicle designed, used, or maintained 
primarily for the transportation of property. 

(86) "Truck tractor" means a motor vehicle designed and used primarily for drawing 
other vehicles and not constructed to carry a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle 
and load drawn. 

(87) "Under the influence" has the meaning provided in 64-8-46+ [section 1]. 

(88) "Used motor vehicle" includes any motor vehicle that has been sold, bargained, 
exchanged, or given away or had its title transferred from the person who first took title to it 
from the manufacturer, importer, dealer, wholesaler, or agent of the manufacturer or importer 
and that has been used so as to have become what is commonly known as "secondhand" 
within the ordinary meaning of that term. 

(89) "Van" means a motor vehicle designed for the transportation of at least six persons 
and not more than nine persons and intended for but not limited to family or personal 
transportation without compensation. 

(90) (a) "Vehicle" means a device in, on, or by which any person or property may be 
transported or drawn on a public highway, except devices moved by animal power or used 
exclusively on stationary rails or tracks. 

(b) The term does not include a manually or mechanically propelled wheelchair or other 
low-powered, mechanically propelled vehicle that is designed specifically for use by a physically 
disabled person and that is used as a means of mobility for that person. 

(91) "Vehicle identification number" means the number, letters, or combination of 
numbers and letters assigned by the manufacturer, by the department, or in accordance with 
the laws of another state or country for the purpose of identifying the motor vehicle or a 
component part of the motor vehicle. 

(92) "Vessel" means every description of watercraft, unless otherwise defined by the 
department, other than a seaplane on the water, used or capable of being used as a means of 
transportation on water. 

(93) "Wholesaler" means a person that for a commission or with intent to make a profit 
or gain of money or other thing of value sells, exchanges, or attempts to negotiate a sale or 
exchange of an interest in a used motor vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, pole trailer, travel trailer, 
motorboat, snowmobile, off-highway vehicle, or special mobile equipment only to dealers and 
auto auctions licensed under chapter 4, part 1.""

The 
arresting officer may designate which of the tests must be administered. A person who is 
unconscious or who is otherwise in a condition rendering the person incapable of refusal is 
considered not to have withdrawn the consent provided by this subsection. 

(5) If a person charged with a violation of 67-1-204 refuses to submit to a test of the 
person's blood, breath, or urine for the purpose of determining any measured amount or 
detected presence of alcohol in the person's body, a test will not be given, but proof of refusal is 
admissible in any criminal action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been 
committed in violation of 67-1-204. 

(6) The provisions relating to administration of tests provided in 6+-8-465 [section 11] 
and the definition of alcohol concentration provided in 6+-8=467 [section 1] apply to any testing 
done to determine any measured amount or detected presence of alcohol in a person and the 
alcohol concentration of a person charged with violation of 67-1-204.""

(b) may be derived from medical guidelines and information compiled by driver licensing 
medical advisory or review boards from other jurisdictions, as well as information received from 
advocacy groups for persons with disabilities and senior citizens; and 

(c) except as provided in 61-5-105, may not use a person's age or a person's physical or 
mental disability, limitation, or condition as a justification for the denial of a license.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the Sixty-Sixth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of Dorothy Eck at 
her home in Bozeman on September 23, 2017 at the age of 93. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the record and accomplishments of the 
late Dorothy Eck be filed on the official records of this Assembly, and the 
following facts relative to her career are hereby noted. 


Born in 1924 in Sequin, Washington, to parents Ike and Peggy Fritz. Dorothy graduated 
from high school in Bremerton in 1941. In 1942 Dorothy married Hugo Eck of 
Anaconda, and they moved to Montana in 1946, when Hugo was hired to teach 
architecture at what is now Montana State University. While raising her two children she 
started college at MSU, earning bachelor’s and master’s degrees in sociology and 
psychology. She joined the new local chapter of the League of Women Voters and, when 
no one else wanted the job, became state president. In 1967 she started traveling to 
Helena as one of the state’s first full-time citizen lobbyists.

“right to participate” rights. After the convention Dorothy and former First Lady Betty 
Babcock traveled the state to support statewide passage of the new constitution. 


Dorothy served in the State Senate from 1980 to 2000, and she was a relentless advocate 
for education funding. Dorothy served on the Taxation, Natural Resources and Health 
committees. She was instrumental in restructuring the work of the Environmental Quality 
Council, and she chaired its Water Oversight Committee. After she retired from the 
legislature, she mentored legislators like Dorothy Bradley, Hal Harper, Mignon 
Waterman, and Sue Bartlett. Both Senator Max Baucus and Senator John Tester sought 
her advice. 


Dorothy was preceded in death by her husband Hugo and her son Laurence. She is 
survived by her sister Carolyn Miller; her daughter Diana Eck and daughter-in-law 
Dorothy Austin; her grandchildren Bryan Eck, Amber Eck Duby; and four great- 
granddaughters: Shanoah and Tanner Eck, Jordyn and Kathryn Duby.

Butch sent three 
wounded fellow Marines, a Navy corpsman and a South Vietnamese scout back up, which 
left no room for Butch. The pilot added, “The thing is, they couldn’t get themselves into 
the hoist. They were too injured. He tied them onto the hoist with his belt and their belts 
and whatever. If he hadn’t gone down there, every one of those guys would have died.” 


Left alone in the jungle, Butch gathered up the rifles and radios and hoped that the 
helicopter would return for him before nightfall. It did. Butch, dragged through heavy 
underbrush for hundreds of yards, finally climbed into the chopper bloodied and injured. 
Over 47 years later Sen. Jon Tester pinned a Silver Star Medal on Butch Wadddill. 


Butch served during the 2001 session in the Montana House of Representatives. 


Butch is survived by his wife Cathy and their four children: Jaclyn, Matt, Jean-Jacques 
and Cameron.

He went to a one-room school and graduated from Custer 
County High School in 1950. He was captain of his football team and all-state at 
quarterback and linebacker. Known for a wicked curve ball, he was the leading pitcher in 
1949 American Legion baseball. 


After a stint in the Navy Tom returned to the ranch and married Isabel (Tootie) Cameron 
on April 15, 1958. The Zooks had seven children, and Tom was pleased when they all 
earned college degrees, something he did not have the opportunity to do. Having taught 
himself to play the guitar on a Gibson guitar given to him by his aunt and sister, he played 
at country dances; and his children remember going to sleep at night to the sounds of their 
dad’s guitar. 


From 1989 through 2003, Tom served eight sessions in the legislature. This was 
highlighted by serving as Chairman of both the House Appropriations Committee and the 
Senate Finance and Claims Committee. He was respected for his leadership, diplomacy 
and integrity. 


Tom was preceded in death by his parents, sister Margaret, brother Johnnie, and grandson 
Zane Hauptman. His wife Tootie died recently. He is survived by his brother Bill and 
children Janet Hauptman, Fritz Zook, Laura Boyce, Jeannie Etchemendy, Audrey 
Lackman, Thelma Green and Andy Zook; his grandchildren Blake, Ben, Ross, Casey, 
Jessie, Clay, Elisa, Pierre, Ty, Todd, Joe, Kendall, T.J., Sage and Ian; and great- 
grandchildren Oliver, Lawrence and Charleslee.

The tool must measure program content and capacity to ensure the delivery of effective 
interventions for offenders. 


€3}(4) A drug treatment court may grant reasonable incentives under a written 
agreement if the court finds that a drug offender is performing satisfactorily in drug treatment 
court, is benefiting from education, treatment, and rehabilitation, has not engaged in criminal 
conduct, and has not violated the terms and conditions of the agreement.

(7}(8) The drug treatment court team shall, when practicable, conduct a staff meeting 
prior to each drug treatment court session to discuss and provide updated information 
regarding drug offenders. After determining the offender's progress or lack of progress, the 
court, with input from the drug treatment court team, shall determine the appropriate incentive 
or sanction to be applied. 

€8}(9) The provisions of this part apply only to offenders who qualify for participation 
based on qualifications established by each drug treatment court. The provisions of this part do 
not apply to drug offenders who have been convicted of a sexual offense, as defined in 
46-23-502. This part does not confer a right or expectation of a right to participate in a drug 
treatment court and does not obligate a drug treatment court to accept any offender.

Dear Speaker Hertz and President Sales: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 217 (SB 217), "AN ACT REVISING THE TAXATION 
OF SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS; MODIFYING THE FEDERAL CALCULATION FOR 
TAXATION OF SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS ON A STATE RETURN; AMENDING SECTION 
15-30-2110, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE 
APPLICABILITY DATE." 


The budget | proposed to the Legislature was balanced, maintained a meaningful reserve and 
made targeted investments in education, infrastructure and critical services. It is the Constitutional 
obligation of the Legislature to pass a balanced budget, yet with 8 legislative days left, Republicans 
have bills totaling $65 million of unfunded spending outside of HB 2, the state's primary budget bill. 


Senate Bill 217 would have an immediate $3 million negative impact in Fiscal Year 2019, increasing 
to more than a $36 million impact over the course of the 2021-2022 biennium. A negative impact 
of this magnitude would jeopardize critical services that Montanans of all ages rely on, including 
low-income seniors. 


Senate Bill 217 would almost double the exemption for social security income for certain tax filers. 
Although the sponsor said the intent of the bill was to benefit low-income seniors, SB 217 will 
disproportionately benefit seniors with higher incomes. The state has an obligation to care for our 
seniors, especially those living on fixed incomes. Senate Bill 217 could force cuts to programs that 
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allow seniors to live and be cared for at home. 


After the lessons of the 2017 session, | expect the legislature to ensure we have the revenue 
necessary to prevent cuts to critical services for Montanans. Senate Bill 217 creates an unfunded 


financial risk for the state that | cannot support. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 217.
